THE demand for a Second Edition of the Sarum Missal 


is in itself a sufficient witness to the increasing interest 
in Liturgiology. During the lapse of sixteeen years 
the York and Hereford Missals, Manuals, and Proces- 
sionals have been reprinted, also the York Breviary, 
whilst those of Sarum and Hereford are in progress. 
With these works may be mentioned two reprints of 
the Early English Text Society—“The Lay Folkes’ 
Mass Book,” and the ““Myroure of Oure Ladye.” Last, 


‘but not least, after the labours of twenty-two years, 
the reprint of the Sarum Missal from the Burntisland - 


Press is just completed. This claims to be the Textus 
receptus, being a collation of the fifty or more MS. and 
printed editions of the Sarum Missal. 

It had been my intention to have left the Introduc- 
tion to the First Edition exactly as it stood; but, on

consideration, I have thought it advisable to re-cast it 
partially : the two Introductions can, however, still be 
compared together, which was my main object. 

I had hoped. to have found in some copy of the 
Missals a better representation of the Crucifixion than 
that from which the woodcut given in the First 
Edition was engraved. Having, however, examined 
several, I found that there were only two types—the 
one given in the New Edition, and one more elaborate, 
which has the figure of S. Mary Magdalene in the 
foreground. Their origin I cannot discover, probably 
they are by some Flemish artist, though the back- 
ground seems Italian; they are not confined to the 
English, but appear also in the French, German, and 
Roman Missals of the period. 


The Sequences were translated by my father, the 


late Rev. C. B. Pearson, Rector of Knebworth and 
Prebendary of Sarum. 


In conclusion, I must offer sincere thanks to Mr, 


H. Bradshaw, Librarian to the University of Cambridge, - 


for much valuable information and friendly criticism.

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PREFACE 


TO THE FIRST EDITION, 


"Tue translation of the Sarum Missav may interest two 


classes of readers: that which desires to see the exact 
formularies from which the English Prayer Book was 
compiled, and that which is-interested in the ancient 
Ceremonial. In the Missal itself these two subjects are 
confused together. The Rubrics are sometimes very 
prolix ; sometimes very brief ; sometimes contradictory ; 
reference to the Gradual, Processional, and other books, 
is often necessary to their right understanding : the 
directions of the Registrum S. Osmundi,* which is per- 
haps of greater authority than the Rubrics, must be 
borne in mind; Provincial and Diocesan Constitutions 
often made their own alterations and additions ; and the 
other printed Uses also occasionally supplement deficien- 


cies in that of Sarum—for which reason a slight notice 


of those of York and Hereford is necessary: 
It has been thought better, therefore, not to confine 
the work to a translation of the Missal as it stands, but

to endeavour to put it into a more systematic and intel- 


ligible form. To this end the Text has been separated. 


from the Rubrics, except in the Ordinary and Canon, 
and in Holy Week; and the Rubrics have been codified, 
so as to present a connected view of the Ceremonial— 


which is of course the object of Rubrics. 


This task the translator feels has been inadequately 
fulfilled, but he trusts he has at all events furnished 
materials fora more .perfect description of the Cere- 
monial which prevailed in England, .at the epoch of the 
Reformation, than has hitherto been accessible im. the

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INTRODUCTION 


TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


~ 


Ir is obvious, alike from the legend regarding 5. Gregory’s 
first acquaintance with the Saxon slaves, as well as from 
his mandate to S. Augustine to Christianise Britain, that 
he esteemed it a heathen country; nor in one way was 
he perhaps far wrong. There is evidence that Pagan 
rites were mixed up with the Christianity existing in the 
country, and that the Bishops felt themselves very 
powerless to check the increase of Paganism. S. 
Augustine’s questions to S. Gregory clearly demonstrate, 
however, that there was a Liturgy existing to supplant 
which S. Augustine entirely failed. It is also apparent 
that S. Augustine knew nothing of any ritual except that 
of his own Church. His astonishment at finding in Gaul 
anything except the Office books to which he had been 
accustomed was very great. No doubt as to S, Gregory’s 
policy remains when we read his answers to St. Augus- 
tine’s questions. So far as Gaul is concerned it is to be 
left entirely to its own Bishops. He may suggest changes, 
but further than this it is no part of his duty to interfere. 
‘Thou shalt not put a sickle into thy neighbour’s corn.” 
In Britain the Bishops are ‘“‘unlearned and weak,” so he 
places them under S. Augustine's charge; but even here it 
is quite evident that he is to blend the Roman and national 
uses, not to substitute one.for the other. ‘The question 
at once arises, what was the Roman use? The fact is 
that this term is a case of what is known in logic as an 
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undistributed middle. The word has different meanings, 
according to the time and place in which it is used. _ 
Nothing is known of a Roman Liturgy 
597 A.D. before the fourth or fifth centuries. I am 
not careful to enquire too: closely into 
the so-called Leonine and Gelasian Sacramentaries under 
these names; nevertheless, there is something to be 
gathered from them and their traditions. If we look 
through the lists of Popes during the second, third, and 
fourth centuries, we shall find that the names are almost 
all Greek. There is no doubt that the Liturgy of Rome 
was also Greek, remains of which are still traceable in 
the Missal in the Kipse and "Ayus 6 Otos. After this Latin 
became the popular language ; but it is curious that the 
first indication of this change should coincide with the 
commencement of the long line of Latin Popes com- 
mencing with Leo and Gelasius. How the Canon of 
the Roman Liturgy was composed, and what truth 
there is in the traditions concerning it, it is difficult. to 
say. There is, however, no doubt. that it was in a state 
of flux during ‘the fifth and sixth centuries, and there 
is good reason to suppose that this state of things 
terminated about the time when. S. Gregory added the 
words ‘ diesque nostras in tua pace disponas” in the 
Canon. It is evident that S. Gregory intended S, Augustine 
only to adapt to the existing use in Britain such forms as he 
thought fit ; just as he himself had borrowed from the 
Church of Constantinople. To assume that. the Roman 
Canon was adopted in Britain in 597 a.p. in lieu of the 
national riteappears to me flatly to contradict theinstructions 
given to S. Augustine; nor does the fact that the Roman 
Office books were sent to the new mission at all interfere 
with this theory. Of course S. Augustine and his 
coadjutors used their own Office books. He appears, 
however, to have insisted on the use of Gregorian chants 
instead of the native music, on which they were a decided 
improvement. But even this raised a storm of opposi- 
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tion from the native Bishops. Except as a zealous 
and devout missionary we know comparatively little of 
S. Augustine; but his attitude towards: the native 
Church was a great contrast to the conciliatory tone 
which pervades all S. Gregory's letters on the same 
subject. On the whole; the mission of 5. Augustine. 
was far from a success, ‘and the conversion of England 
had to be re-done by Theodore, 668-690 A.D. 

I have assumed in the First : Edition 
747 A.D. that the-Council of Cloveshoe may have 
- introduced the Roman Canon into the 
national use. If so, it is a very early date for it. The. 
summary substitution of the Roman for the Gallican. 
Canon is perhaps the only instance in. which a sudden 
change occurs in the history of Liturgiology, but the very 
fact that it was a secular and not an ecclesiastical power. 
which accomplished this shows it to be the exception 
which proves the rule. 

The accession of the Carlovingian Kings, the donation 
of the territorial estates to the Holy See, and the; 
events which culminated in the coronation of Charlemagne 
on Christmas Day, 800 A.p., produced the most intimate 
relations between Gaul and Rome. It 1s true that Pepin 
had ordered the Roman Canon of the Mass to be sub- 
stituted for the Gallican. This change was only partially 
successful, but the decree was'rigidly carried out by his 
son Charlemagne, and that so effectually, that forty years. 


after (840) Charles the Bald had to send for two priests. 
from Toledo to celebrate before him according to the. 


Gallican Use, in order to know what it was. 
Considering the line S. Gregory took with regard to 


National Liturgies, it may at first seem surprising that 
so sudden a change should have been sanctioned by the. 
Holy See; but the Roman and Gallican Canon were alike. 


equally valid. ‘There was nothing of vital importance in. 
the alteration, and it was therefore acquiesced in by the 
Pope. ‘This would coincide with the peculiar views of the 
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time on the subject of Church and State. The Holy See 
was henceforth the seat of a Priest-King, and I can only 
describe Charlemagne’s position by saying he was regarded 
as a kind of Emperor-Priest. To adopt the Roman 
Canon would, under such circumstances, be natural, and 
add an additional tie between the Emperor and the 
Holy See. 
There is not much to note in the 
850-1087 English Missals during these 200 years, 
A.D. further than the invention and multipli- 
cation of Sequences, dating from the end 
of the seventh century and spreading rapidly in the sub- 


‘sequent centuries. 


Very close relations were maintained between the 


English and Gallican Churches during the first half of 


the eleventh century, and specially during the reign of 
Edward the Confessor. Gallican Bishops were continually 
appointed to English sees, and the way was paved long 
in advance for the events which terminated in the Norman 
Conquest. 
It is, however, with the period between 
1087—1226 S. Osmund’s~ Episcopate and that of 
A.D. Richard Poore with which we have par- 
ticularly to deal, and in which the “‘ Sarum 


Missal” and its use assumed its permanent form. Ihave 


in the first Introduction hinted that probably S. Osmund 
did not take upon himself the prominent part usually 
assigned to him as the sole compiler of the ‘ Missal.” A 
closer examination of the original charter of the Cathedral, 
dated 1091, seems to decide the question: ‘‘Ego Osmundus 

. «  institui simul et concessi personis et canonicis 
ejusdem ecclesize participato dominorum archiepiscopi et 
aliorum co-episcoporum nostrorum concilio quorum nomina 
subscripta sunt.” This plainly indicates that the authority 
under which S. Osmund acted was that of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the comprovincial Bishops. The Charter 
alludes to a ‘* parvum liber vetus,” which doubtless con- 
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tained the original draft of the Consuetudinary.. We have 
only the Tractatus in the form adopted for the new 
Cathedral at Salisbury. The adoption of this by other 
Cathedrals and Churches is a testimony to the admini- 
strative power of Richard Poore. As an organiser there 
is no doubt that he was a much abler man than S. Osmund. 
It is a matter of great regret that we cannot at present 
throw more light on the transition state of things between 
1092 and 1226. I have no doubt that documents will 
be found to fill up this gap in the shape of statutes of 
Cathedrals. The absence of MSS. of the twelfth century 
is mainly due to its being a time of transition from the 
use of Greek and Latin to the vernacular. The Lay Folks’ 
Mass Book is a work precisely illustrating 
VERNACULAR this period. The original was in French, 
PRIMERS. and was translated into North Country 
English about the beginning of the thir- 

teenth century. It was probably used in the Province 
of York, the author being supposed to be Dan Jeremy, 
who was Canon of Rouen and Archdeacon of Cleveland. 
The book therefore forms the missing link between the 
Church of the eleventh and thirteenth centuries. It 
follows the use and quotes the rubrics of one of the 
earliest Rouen Missals ; the author in his two capacities 
was at once French and English. When it was first 
published the present constitution of Cathedral Chapters 
was in its infancy. The date of its translation would 
make it a little older than the Tractatus of 1226, when 
these bodies finally developed into their present form. 
This considerably strengthens the theory I set forth in the 
first Edition, i.¢., that the Rouen use is the parent of the 
Sarum. This important document has been most ably 
and dispassionately criticised by Canon Simmonds, 
Nevertheless, I do not agree with his conclusions; if 
the Greek and Latin languages had not been maintained 
in their integrity, no Liturgies:would probably have come 
down to us owing to the confusion which arose from the 
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changeof tongues; onthe other hand vernacular translations 
began as soon as it was possible, and were succeeded by 
English Primers, of which new Editions were continually 
being issued down to the eighteenth century. Notable 
amongst these works is the ‘‘ Myroure of Oure Ladye,” 
translated for the nuns of Sion House. 

An impression prevails that the English alone 
translated the Holy Scriptures and Offices into the 
vernacular. This is, however, a mistake. ‘There are 
many translations of the Scriptures before the eleventh 
century; and from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
centuries a continuous series exists of what are known 
as Primers in French, German, and Italian. Until 
printing was invented, the increase of copies would 
necessarily be limited. France, in Qer later days, 1s 
conspicuous as being far ahead of other nations in her 
voluminous translations. In the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries translations and elaborations both in Latin and 
French, and in French on/y, were made alike of Missals 
and Breviaries. Even now they may be picked up at the 
price of waste paper on the Quai Voltaire at Paris. 

It has been said, and very truly, that elaborate 

Ritual began with the thirteenth century. 

RITUAL OF - I think it may be equally said that it com- 

XIIl.,XIV.,xVv. mencedto/decline with the sixteenth. Until 
CENTURIES. comparatively late years little or nothing 
was known of medizval offices, except 

as they. were supposed to be represented by such 
services as the Papal Mass at Christmas and Easter. 
Ixcepting, however, the absence of a great concourse 
of Bishops, and the surroundings of a Court, the or- 
dinary ceremonials on week days in mediaeval times were 


throughout the year in France, Germany, and England, - 


not far other than those to be seen on certain days at 
Rome previously to 1870,-not taking into consideration 
the time takqn up by farced Kyries, Processions, and 
Sequences. IA the Sarum Missal there are upwards of 
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one hundred Sequences—some of inordinate length. 
The Church of Rome seems never to have adopted more 
than the four -which she now has, nor does the cere- 
monial of the Church of Rome ever appear to have 
attained the splendour of ‘Teutonic Christianity, although 
in many ways she borrowed much from it. I have 
so fully described the structure of the Cathedral at 
Salisbury and its ceremonial in my first Introduction, that 
not much need here be added; nevertheless, a few 
difficulties require clearing up. 
First, as to the structure of the Cathedral. There 
can be* no doubt that the Altar at Salisbury stood 
not where it does, but in the place so plainly pointed 
out by the frescoe on the roof of our Lord in 
glory: that is to say it was nearer to the Nave. 
Whatever the Cathedral of old Sarum may have been, 
in the new Cathedral of Salisbury a large space was 
left around the Altar, called Presbyterium, bounded 
towards the Nave by a step, ‘‘gradus Presbyterii.” 
From here to the rood-screen was the Quire, The 
general appearance of the building would be that of 
a Basilica, except that there was no throne for the 
Bishop, nor seats for the clergy around the Apse. 
Some difficulty arises about these 
CHAPTER Masses; they were an institution peculiar 
MASS. to Salisbury, as we learn from the Defen- 
sorium Directorii, which is not very com- 
plimentary on the subject. At first sight, one would 


naturally suppose that they were Masses said under 


certain circumstances in the Chapter House, but there 
is no apparent place for an Altar, the centre part of the 
building being taken up by a pillar, and the walls being 
surrounded with stone seats. 

In the Preface to the Sarum Missal printed at Burnt 
Island, this is pointed out, and it is argued that 
probably the Mass was said on these occasions some- 


where behind the High Altar. In this, to a certain 
b 2 
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extent, I coincide; but suggest, as a possibility, that the 
High Altar at Salisbury may have been so constructed 
(as at Venice and elsewhere), that the Priest celebrated 
sometimes facing East, sometimes facing West, in which 
_ case the Chapter Mass would have been said behind 
facing the people. 
A great deal of attention has of late 
COLOURS. years been expended on the colours of 
Vestments used at Salisbury and else- 
where, De minimis non curat lex. 1 believe that, with the 
exception of red being used for all Sundays, Martyrs, Ash 
Wednesday, and the three last days of Holy Week, and 
white for Christmas and Easter, no particular rule ‘was 
followed. We find the words blodius, ceruleus, purpureus, 
murrein, tawny, ash-coloured. The Church at Wells 
indulged in indigo and saffron, green and saffron, red 
and white. The Church of Exeter preferred to follow 
the use of the Roman Curia; this was however quite 
different from the present Roman Sequence of colour, 
and included several of the above strange combinations. 
Blodius, or blue, ranges, from c@ruleus, sky blue, to 
purpureus, violet, recalling to mind the similar difficulties 
as to colour that we find in deciding what is the meaning 
of the word in Homer, hyacinthine, as applied to hair. 
I have said as little as -possible as 
ORIGIN OF to the Liturgy used in this country 
NATIONAL previous to the eleventh century. ‘The 
USE. norm of the Liturgy is Gallican. The 
prayers before the Communion of the 
Priest, almost identical with those in the Mozarabique 
Missal, and the Benediction after the Pax, are leading 
features of the Gallican and Mozarabique Uses, and point 
to an Eastern origin. Nevertheless I much prefer the term 
National Use—the communis usus as it is called in: 5S. 
Osmund’s Charter—to classifications such as British, | 
Celtic, or Anglo-Saxon. Use, all misleading, as being con- 
nected with theories either incapable of proof or exploded. 
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Tue Sarum, in common with all Missals, was not the 
creation of any one particular epoch, but the develop- 
ment of many previous centuries, bearing the impress of 
divers influences; the translator thinks therefore that a 
few remarks upon the historical circumstances by which 
the English missals were influenced, and ultimately moulded 
into their final shape, may not be unacceptable. 

The earliest notice of the existence of a Liturgy in 
England is involved in the enquiry addressed by S. 
Augustine to Pope Gregory, 601 4.D.; what should be 
done when the Roman and the national missal disagreed ? 
The answer of S, Gregory is best conveyed in his own 
words: ‘‘Non pro locis res, sed pro bonis rebus local 
amanda sunt. “Ex singulis ergo quibusque ecclesiis, 
que pia, que religiosa, que recta sunt, elige: et hzec 
quasi in fasciculum collecta, apud Anglorum mentes in 


-conseutudinem depone.” (Wilk. Conc., vol. 1., p. 19.) 


How S. Augustine carried out these directions does not 
appear ; it is however not improbable that the religious 
orders would advocate the Gregorian Sacramentary, which 
may have led the way to the 13th degree of the second 
Council of Cloveshoe, 747 AD. ‘Ut festivitates, in 
omnibus ad eas rite competentibus rebus, sc. in. baptismi 
officio, in missarum celebratione, in cantilenze modo, cele- 
brentur juxta exeniplar, videlicet quod scriptum de Ro- 
mana ecclesia habemus.” (Wilk. Conc., p. 97.) It also 
enjoins the Roman martyrology. These words, however, 
must hdve been considered susceptible of some latitude 
of interpretation, as, in point of fact, the Anglo-Saxon 
and Roman Use were not identical, though thenceforth 
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the Roman Canon of the Mass, Chants, and metho- 


dical arrangement of the Sacramentary, were probably 
adopted.* 

The description given by Amalarius (de Eccles. Off, 
lib, m1.) a pupil of Alcuin, of the ceremonial at Rome 
in the eighth century, which is nearly the same as that 
now used by the Pope on great occasions, taken in con- 
nection with what may be gleaned from the Troper,t 
in the Bodleian, furnishes some notion of the interpo- 
lations introduced into the Anglo-Saxon Service at that 
time, particularly the Proses,ft some of which, e.g. that. 
for Ascension Day, were retained in the Sarum rite. 

It was after the Norman Conquest, 

1078- -99 A.D: however, that the national missals acquired 

their celebrity, and assumed their final 

shape. The effect of the Conquest for the time was the 

Gallicanizing of England ; not that the Anglo-Saxon 

element was crushed, but the Norman overlaid it, just as 
the Anglo-Saxon had overlaid the British. : 

It is hardly correct to represent S. Osmund as having 
created a new liturgy. The facts are simply these: the 
Anglo-Saxon hierarchy was deposed in favour of Nor- 
mans; 5. Osmund (originally more distinguished as a 
Statesman, being a Norman count, Earl of Dorset, and 
Chancellor of England), was nade Bishop of Sarum in 
1078 a.D. on the death of Herman. During the twenty- 
two years of his episcopate he built the cathedral, and 
devoted himself to the care of Iris diocese, and no doubt 
especially to the reconciling of his clergy. consisting of 
two rival races, by rites which should be acceptable 
to both ; § and naturally he would not go farther in quest

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of the former than Rouen, the primatial see of Normandy.* 
This conjecture approaches certainty when it is found 
that the Use of Rouen and that of Sarum were almost 
identical in the eleventh century. A curious and interest- 
ing illustration of this will be found in an extract from a 
Rouen manuscript missal assumed to be 650 years old ; 
which, as the work in which it is quoted, De Moleon,t 
Voyages Liturgiques, was written in 1717, would bring it 
to about 1067 a.p. The passage is too long for intro- 
duction here, and is given in the Appendix. 

The Rouen Pontifical, of about 1007 A.D., quoted in 
the same work, shews a like affinity of that of Sarum 
and of Exeter in later days. The Epistles and Gospels, 
the custom of Rulers of the choir, the procession from 
the sacristy with the elements, and that of the Gospel, 
were the same .as in the Sarum rite; and as the 
description of the latter ceremony illustrates the 7 ractatus 
it is subjoined—‘ Puis étant précedé du Thuriferaire, 
des deux Portechandeliers, du Soddiacre, le Diacre va au 
Jubé, portant le livre des Evangiles, appuyé sur son épaule 
gauche .......:. Le Diacre étant monté au Jubé, aprés 
avoir encensé le livre, chante |’Evangile, étant tourné vers 
le Septentrion entre les deux chandeliers ..... ... aprés 
l’Evangile ils reviennent tous au méme ordre ... . sinon que

These facts are to a certain-extent strengthened when 
we discover that in later missals alterations had been 


made in the Rouen rite which. preclude the likelihood of

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their having been copied into the, English books at a 
much later date, 

Nevertheless, it must not be supposed that French 
and English Uses were at variance in any essential points 
with those of Western Christendom; as may be better 
understood by a slight reference to the architectural and 
ritual arrangements of churches previously to the 
eleventh century. — 

The form generally adopted after the 
IV.-VIIl. CENT. peace of the Church was that known as 
Basilican, with its one Altar, situated in 
the chord of an apse, against the wall of which sat the 
priests on a raised dais, facing the Altar, the Bishop's 
throne occupying the central place. Over the Altar rose 
a canopy, on four columns, now known in Italy as the 
Baldacchino (but which was then called the Ciborium), 
usually surmounted by a Cross; and from this canopy 
hung a dove or pyx, containing the Blessed Sacrament ; 
the Altar, which in primitive times was as often of ‘wood 
as of stone, and hollow, had nothing on it at Mass except 
a large cloth, at first of silk—but after a decree of 
S. Sylvester in 324 A.D., ordered to be of linen material, 
in proportion approaching to the linen cloth placed on 
modern Altars, The corporals, being originally used to 
coyer the oblations of the faithful, were also large. 
Lights, though always used at Mass, were placed about 
the Altar, or on the ciborium, (D’ Achéry, tom. tv., p. 467). 
never upon the Altar; which was accessible on all sides. 
Between the columns of the ciborium were curtains,* 
which were drawn aside at certain times.f Such a 
ciborium seems to have existed at S. Alban’s Abbey. 
Conf. Ducange, sub voce Superaltare. 

The Quire was separated from the nave only by a 

low wall, and was divided into two parts; that nearer

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the altar for the clergy ; the other, schola cantorum, for 
the choir, At each side of the Quire was an ambo, 
or pulpit, whence were read the Lessons, Epistles, and 
Gospels; some churches, however, were only provided with 
one pulpit, which was placed in the midst. The Service 
of Mass, which was always High, was not-at this period 
said everywhere daily, but often not more than once or 
thrice a week, by the Bishop of. the diocese, attended by 
his priests, who joined with him in saying the Canon and 
words of Conrisecration;* the musical portions being 
chanted by the choir. The offering of bread and wine by 
the people, and Communion in both kinds, were the prac- 
tice ; the hours at which Mass was said varied from 3 to . 
g A.M.; and on fasts it was often deferred till after None, 
Vespers, or even Compline. 

Such was, briefly, the Mass of the first eight centuries, 
Thewording of the Canon, previously to the eighthcentury, 
differed in France, Italy, and Spain, as to the Saints who 
were commemorated ; and in the Ordinary, in the prayers 
of oblation, and the communion of the Priest. 

It will be seen, then, at once in what points Ama- 
larius’ description of the first Roman Ordo may serve to — 
elucidate the Anglo-Saxon ceremonial. To return, now, to 
the days of S. Osmund: the aspect of things in the eleventh 
century was very much altered. In the seventh century 
arose low Masses ; in the eighth they increased rapidly ; in 
the ninth they were the rule. This Service, consisting sim- 
ply of a Mass said by one priest with a server, was without 
music ; and from its first appearance has never ceased 


‘to be the popular Service of Christendom. The eighth 
century witnessed the adoption of the Roman LiturgyTf 


in Gaul, which had been accepted in England at the 
Council of Cloveshoe; also the practice of daily Mass

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which after Apostolic times had been confined to Spain, 
Antioch, Africa, and perhaps Gaul. This soon led to the 
erection of side Altars, which increased to such a degree 
that they were restrained by a capitulary of Charlemagne, 
805 A.D. Portable Altars, also, super-a/taria, came in at 
this time, to enable priests to say Mass elsewhere than in 
church.* 

Two other changes may be discerned about the time 
S. Osmund became Bishop—viz., in Mass, Communion in 
one kind; and in the arrangement of churches, the closing 
in of the Quire by stone walls or woodwork, a system 
which involved more than at first appears. 

The Norman reforms, as we find them working in the 
early part of the thirteenth century, and described in the 
Registrum or Tractatus de ecclesiasticis officiis, were of three 
kinds. ' First, the classification of the existing ceremonial ; 
under which fall the prayers of oblation, prayers of com- 
munion of the priest, and the music. Secondly, the 
introduction of certain things derived from Rouen, such as 
the Kalendar,f some sequences, Rulers of the choir, and 
various minor details which must be passed over for want 
of space. Thirdly, the arrangement of the Altar differed, 
over which there was no longer a ciborium ; { nor was it, 
as in later times, attached to a wall, but two columns of 
the ciborium were left, on which was a beam, which

supported the candlesticks, and sometimes the Cross ; 
the Blessed Sacrament was kept as before,. either in 
a dove or pyx, which hung from the roof, and over which 
was sometimes spread a covering of silk. -(Conf. Monast. 
Anglic., vol. vitt., 1365.) The Altar was now covered 
with three linen cloths (this may have been an invention 
of the twelfth or thirteenth century). The Quire was 
also slightly altered; the low wall which separated it 
from the nave was heightened, as were also the pulpits, 
which had been removed from their former position and 
placed at the entrance of the Quire; these ultimately 


were joined, forming the roodloft of the fourteenth . 
and later centuries, which thus developed the screen. 


between the Quire and nave, in which was a door 
leading to the Quire; over all was a hanging beam, 
supporting the rood and candlesticks, which in later 
times became a fixture. This latter change involved 
the creation of eagles and lecterns; which on ordinary 
occasions served instead of the pulpits. Behind the 
pulpits thus heightened, was placed, as at Salisbury, a 
candelabrum ; and on the floor in thé Quire a large stan- 
dard of lights,* like those used in France till a later 
period, ~ 

Such were the main features of the Norman reforms ; it 
remains now to consider their adaptation to other dioceses 
in England and Scotland, and their subsequent history 
down to the sixteenth century. 

Whoever takes up a Sarum Missal, without a slight 
acquaintance with the liturgical history of the rest of 
Western Christendom, might not unnaturally conclude that 
such features as paucity of Rubrics, the Service being appa- 
rently always High Mass, the very elaborate ceremonial, 
and the posture of the celebrant and ministers—who in- 
cline and never kneel or genuflect—were peculiar to 
Sarum ;. but in none of those points was there much 


divergence from theContinental Uses. These were simply —

characteristics of the age. The individual peculiarities lie 
in the ‘prayers of oblation, and the communion of the 
priest, and the beginning and the end of Mass; and it is 
because these particulars, besides others above noted, are 
found to be identical with Rouen, that the Use of 
that Church has been assumed to be the basis on which 
S. Osmund founded his own. This being so, it is not 
difficult to understand, first, how various Uses arose ;’ and 
secondly, how they were subsequently restricted to 
three. : 


Rouen, initiated at Salisbury, was soon adopted in its main 
features, not only throughout the other dioceses of 
England, but also of Scotland, and probably in the English 
pale in Ireland, although in minor points these adaptations 
of it differed considerably. 

Until a careful collation of the various MSS. Missals 
scattered throughout this country shall have been made, 
it is impossible to say with certainty how many Uses 
prevailed ; so far as the translator’s own limited know- 
ledge of them extends, he does not think more can be 
found, in the strict sense to which the word should in his 
opinion be limited, than the three printed Missals—Sarum, 
York, and Hereford—insomuch as the invention of printing 
at once gathered together the various local ceremonials 
into three great groups ; and as no fourth printed Missal 
is known to exist, it may be fairly concluded that there 
was none strong enough or diverse enough to maintain 
its ground. The differences between these three 
are amply shown in the Rubrics and Appendix; there 
remains, therefore, for consideration, the mode in which 
they were adapted to collegiate secular bodies, and 
parish churches. * 

It is doubtless true, in a certain sense, as the Preface

a and Lincoln; bur it might as correctly have predicted 
{ the same of S. Paul’s, London, Durham; Lichfield, and 
| Worcester. The Prayer Book, however, is here speak- 
ing only of “diversity of saying and singing ;” words 
which, taken even in their widest interpretation, very 
inadequately represent the differences between the Uses 
of Sarum, York, and Hereford. 

Two small tracts, Defensorium Directorii,t and Credo 
Michi, appended to some editions of the Sarum Ordinal, 
show what the diversity of saying and singing was; and 
at the same time point to other minor diversities, without 
touching in any way the.differences between the three 
Uses above named. 

The former at once proceeds to divide the Sarum 
Rubrics into two classes, general and ceremonial : of which “ 
the latter only applied to the diocese of Salisbury ; and it Be 
states that the clergy of Winchester and Oxford, though 
professing to observe the Sarum Use,f were yet exempt 
from the well-known rule in that cathedral, according to 
which, when two Masses occurred, one of them was said 
in the Chapter-house. So also the clergy of S. Stephen’s, 
Westminster, and of-S. Catherine’s, near the Tower, had 
certain rules of their own about the Collects to be said in 
Masses for the Dead; those of Wells omitted a Psalm of 
Prime ; and, to sum up, the author says, ‘‘I assert most s 
positively, that the sections in the Consuetudinary of x 
Sarum which treat of division of Feasts, Benedictions, a 
Ember Days, the Lenten Veil, Paschal Candle, and Easter - 
Sepulchre, are generally to be observed by.all churches 3%

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which can; but those of Vestments, of Four Rulers, of 
singing Responses by three or four, are only binding on 
the Sarum clergy ; that this assertion of mine is true, the 
clergy of S. Paul’s, London, will bear witness, who observe 
the Sarum Rite in singing and saying in cantando et legendo 
(Conf. Preface to the Prayer Book); but in none of 
these ceremonies; in respect of which they follow the 
ancient customs of their Church as instituted in the 
beginning.” He then corrects several typographical and 
ubrical errors in the Sarum books in anything but 
eferential language : ‘‘ Mirabile est valde quomodo tanta 
clecitas contigit in ecclesia Sarum, que solebat totius 
liz esse vera lucerna.” The Crede Michi is less 
censorious, and is chiefly occupied with rules about 
occurrence of holy days. 

The earliest existing Register in which the title deeds 
and other documents of the Dean and Chapter of Salisbury 
were collected, belongs to the time of the transference of 
the see to new Sarum, and the building of the new 
cathedral by Richard Poore about 1225. 

This volume is commonly known either as the Vetus 
Registrum Sarisburiense, or the Registrum Sancti Osmundi, 
a name which it has obtained partly from being the oldest 
Register existing ; and partly from its containing copies of 
the early documents including the two foundation Charters 
of S. Osmund in 1ogo: 

The volume commences with the famous Tractatus de 
ecclesiasticis officiis, which gives a statement of the privi- 
leges and consuetudines of the chapter as existing at the 
time, which is evidently that of Richard Poore. Unfor- 
tunately, from being preserved in the Registrum S. Osmundi 
it has been presumed to be the compilation of 5S. Osmund 
himself ; whereas the very title of it shows that it was a 
compilation of later date, explaining the state of things as 
existing in the writer's time (presens tractatus explanat). 
The original deed of S. Osmund exists, and contains not’ 
a word respecting ritual. The Tractatus on the other 
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hand displays the ritual used at Salisbury about 1225, and 
we must judge of it accordingly. 

The constitutions which are worked into the Rubric 
prefixed to this Missal show that. the Sarum Consuetudi- 
narium was almost immediately borrowed and adapted to 
its own use by most of the secular Churches throughout 
the country. We trace it at Lincoln, at Lichfield, at 
Wells, at Exeter, at Chichester, at York, in England: at 
Dublin and other places in Ireland; and at Glasgow, 
Moray, Ross, and Aberdeen in Scotland. 

In the Council of Durham (c. 1237 A.D.) it is notice- 
able that the Jaity are ordered to kneel at the Consecration ; 


about this time the elevation of the Host became general, 


and alterations were made in the mode of reserving the 
Eucharist ; the Council of Oxford (1222 a.p.) enjoining 
a silver, or at least an ivory pyx, and two candles, cum 
lampade, at Mass.* 

Of the Constitutions of Bishops, which are worked into 
the Rubrics prefixed to this Missal, those of Lichfield are 
the most interesting, as being only a century later than S. 
Osmund (¢. 1250 A.D.), and apparently the first adaptation 
by another diocese of his reforms. The next of which 
the translator has found any record are those of — 
(1212 A.D.). \ 

It is usually said (and this: is true if by them is meant 
those which stand upon the Altar) that there were no 
tabernacles till Queen Mary's reign; but the Statutes of 
Peckham, Archbishop of Canterbury (1281 a.D.) com- 
plaining of « great injuries done to the Sacrament,” and 
ordering that ‘‘in every parish shall be a tabernacle with 
a door to shut, in which It is to be placed in a pyx lined 
with linen” (not, as-had been the custom hitherto, in a 
burse) seem to point, in the abandonment of the doves, in

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favour of a hanging shrine, orperhaps an aumbry in the wall 
to what eventually paved the way for these later inventions. 
These Statutes show that in cathedrals the clergy still 


‘communicated in both kinds,. “ solis enim celebrantibus 


sanguinem sub specie vini consecrati sumere, in hujusmodi 
minoribus ecclesiis est concessum.” : 

It was probably towards the end of, the thirteenth, or 
beginning of the fourteenth century, that the two candles 
so often pourtrayed in the printed Missals, were first placed 
onthe Altar. (Conf. Constit, Wint. and Oxon., 1286, and 
1322 A.D.) 

The first appearance of the Sarum constitution of 
Chapter in Scotland seems to have been in the Episcopate 
of Herbert, Bishop of Glasgow (1147-64 a.D.). This 
was confirmed 1258 a.p., and again by a Bull \ of 
Gregory X. 1274 A.D. In 1258 the Dean and Chapter of 
Salisbury send under seal a statement of their consuetudines 
to Glasgow ; but even this is only the first part of the 
Sarum Tractatus on the constitution and privileges of the 
Chapter, and the part relating to the Ordinatio Chori and 
the Choir, Procession, and Altar Ritual is wholly omitted. 
The dioceses of Murray and Dunkeld adopted the Sarum 
Use properly so called (in cantando et legendo) in 1242 
and 1249 A.D. respectively.* It need not be repeated 
that when adopted it was also adapted to the requirements 
of the country.f

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compared with earlier ones ; the Processional, 1525, Kaetz. 
It should be added, that though the object of this trans- 
lation is to present the whole contents of the various edi- 
tions, two circumstances seemed to favour the omission of 
the Supplemental Masses.* First, they are not in the earlier 
editions, except in that of ’98; the rest have but a few ; 
and the last (that of ‘57, a very carefully revised one), 
omits them wholly; thus reverting after an interval of more 
than fifty years to the original order. Secondly, their value 
would hardly have compensated for the additional bulk 
created by their insertion. ‘They are fifteen in number ; 
Masses of SS. Sebastian, Roch, Erasmus, Christopher, 
Anthony, Raphael, Gabriel, Barbara, and Compassion of 
B.V.M., appear in ’97, ’98, and in most Missals from ‘10 
to ’54. 98 adds Masses for Three Kings of Cologne 
(possibly for the benefit of the Cologne merchants in whose 
vicinity it was printed), S. Armagil, and the Presentation 
of the B.V.M.; ’97, ’1, 4 P. v., 8 v. and ‘10, omit S. 
Raphael ; ‘o p., 3, ‘4 L., 8 R. M., 8 R. H., ‘12, '20, give 
a different Mass for S. Roch; all except the Pynson 
editions add S. Geneviéve, and have only this and S. Roch. 
"4 L. has a different one for S. Gabriel; ’4 L., 12, and ’20 
have fewer than the rest. ‘The rubrics in these various 
editions greatly vary, but a thoughtful student of Missals 
will know that nothing is proved by their absence, as until 
some time after the invention of printing, space was, as 
heretofore, an object, and traditional knowledge was con- 
sidered sufficient for these puposes. An impression not per- 
haps unnaturally prevails in some quarters that the edition 
of 1557, and the other Marian Missals, 1554 and 1555, 
are less trustworthy than those of earlier date. But the 
text of the Canon and Ordinary in the Manual is surely 
preferable to that of the Missal, as it was intended

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specially for the use of parish priests; and for the same 
reason the rubrics are there given more at length. As, then, 
it is fgund that the additions in the text of ’57 are all taken 
from the Manual, the earliest editions of which contain 
them, the translator could not but regard them as indica- 
tions of a desire simply to produce the best text, and has 
theréfore not scrupled to accept them, although they may 
not appear in earlier Missals. 

A few words must be added about the Sequences ; 
which form too prominent a part of the Sarum Missal 
to be omitted from the’present work. Their translator, 
however, desires to bespeak for their rendering the 
special indulgence of the reader. There is an abrupt 
and fanciful wildness in these compositions which may not 
unfitly be likened to the style of choral odes in Greek 
plays; their language and grammatical construction 1s 
extremely anomalous, abounding in Greek words Latin- 
ized, and others of Medizeval coinage; their meaning is 
often very obscure, and the symbolic allusions are ex- 
aggerated, and difficult to discern. If, as Dr. Neale and 
others maintain, some kind of rhythm was intended, its 
rules appear so uncertain, that in many the translator felt 
his only resource was blank verse. Where the metre 
was discernible it has been reproduced in English as 
closely as possible. The authors of not more than about 
twenty sequences appear to be known with any certainty ; 
amongst them are S. Bernard, Notker, who is generally 
called their inventor (though Dr. Rock would claim 
Alcuin as their author, a century earlier), Peter Abelard, 
and Adam de 8S. Victor, who brought the Sequence into 
its most perfect shape, and was its most successful com- 
poser. Several of them, e.g. those in Advent, existed 
in Saxon times; but in this the utmost latitude was 
given, as may be gathered from the fact that the 
Sequence for S. Thomas of Canterbury was different in 
Sarum, York, Hereford, and Rouen, whilst the MS, 
Sequentialia abound with Sequences for local saints.

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XXXVI INTRODUCTION TO FIRST EDITION. 


The Sarum Missal, now for the first time translated in 
its integrity, presents a picture of the elaborate religious 
ceremonial which suited the devotional feelings of our 
countrymen in an earlier and less busy age: as such the 
translator hopes it may not be uninteresting to the 
English public; ,to whose candid judgment he now 
commends it.

General Rubrics. 


— 


Masses are either Festival (z.e., of a Feast), or Ferial (z.¢., of a 
week day). Feasts are divided into Doubles,t+ Simples, and 
Sundays. 

I.—OF -DOUBLES.} 

I. These are of four kinds. 

Principal Doubles.—Christmas Day, the Epiphany, Easter Day, 
Ascension Day, Whitsun Day, the Assumption, the Anniversary 
of the Patron Saint, and the Dedication of a Church. If either 
of these last two occur on any of the above six days, they are 
transferred. 

Greater Doubles.—Trinity Sunday, Corpus Christi, the Purifi- 
cation, the Visitation of the B. V. M., the Feast of Relics, the 
Name of JESUS, the Nativity of our Lady, and All Saints’ Day. 

Lesser Doubles—The three days after Christmas, the 
Circumcision, the three days after Easter and Whitsun Day, Low 
Sunday, Lady Day, the Invention of the Holy Cross, the Nativity 
of S. John Baptist, SS. Peter and Paul, the Transfiguration, Holy 
Cross Day, and the Conception of our Lady. 


Inferior Doubles —The Feast of SS. Andrew, Thomas, Thomas 


of Canterbury, Matthias, Mark, Philip and James, James the 
Great, Bartholomew, Matthew, Luke, Simon and Jude, Gregory, 
Ambrose, George ; Augustine, Apostle of England ; Augustine, 
Bp. of Hippo ; Michaelmas Day; S. Jerome; the ‘l’ranslation of 
S. Edward, King Conf. ; the Chair of S. Peter at Antioch, and 
All Souls’ Day. 

2. According to HEREForD Use, the first two classes of Sarum 
were thrown into one, with certain additions, and feasts were 
divided as follows :— 

Principal Doubles—Christmas Day, Epiphany, Candlemas, 
*Easter, Ascension Day, S. Ethelbert (being the patron saint 
of the diocese), *Whitsun Day, *Trinity Sunday, Corpus 
Christi, the *Feast of Relics, the Assumption and the Nativity 
of Our Lady, S. Thomas of Hereford and his Translation, All

Lesser Doubles t$—All the Lesser Doubles of Sarum (except 
the three days after Easter and Whitsun Day, Low Sunday, 
Lady Day, and: Transfiguration), with the addition of SS. 
Thomas, Katherine, George, Michael, Denys. 

Semi-Doubles were the Inferior Doubles of Sarum (except SS. 
Thomas Cant. and George), with the addition of. SS. Nicholas 
and Barnabas, Commem. 5. Paul, ‘Trans. of S. ‘Thomas; SS. Mary 
Magd., Anne, Lawrence, Deposition of S. Thomas of Hereford 
(in Cath. Church), SS. Martin and Katherine. (‘These last two, 
together with SS. Jerome, Luke, Simon, and Jude, it was not 
obligatory to keep as Semi-Doubles.) . 7 

Simples were all other feasts, including Sundays, excepting 
those above marked * (but ? Advent, Passion, Palm S.) 

3. What the York Use was with regard to feasts is not very 
clear ; it was probably not very unlike Sarum. ‘The Concept. of 
B. V: M. was a Principal Greater Double; the Trans. of S. 
William and his Deposition, and the Feast of 5S. Peter’s Chains, 
were Doubles. ‘The Trans. of S. Wilfred, S. John de Beverley, 
Deposition of S. Wilfred, and Feast of Relics, were Lesser 
Doubles. SS. John ant. Port., Everilda, Germanus, Raphael, 
and Paulinus were Feasts of Nine Lessons. 


11.—OF SIMPLES.t 


These are either movable or immovable. ‘The former are all 
Feasts of Nine Lessons, and certain ones of Three which occur 
in Eastertide (called Three with Rulers, see sect. v.) Under 
this head fall Octave Days and days in an Octave with Rulers. 
All other feasts are immovable. Amongst movable feasts are 
some called Triple Invitatories; immovables are divided into 
Double and Simple Invitatories, distinctions arising from “the 
mode in which the Invitatory or Anthem to the Venite at Matins 
was sung by two or three persons. Under this latter class will 
fall Octave Days and Days in Octaves without Rulers.

I. There are four kinds of Sundays—Principal Sundays, i.e, 


Advent Sunday, Passion Sunday, and Palm Sunday. 
Greater Sundays, i.e., Vhe Second, Third, and Fourth Sunday 


in Advent, and all Sundays in LXX. and Lent, till Passion |

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Lesser Sundays, i.e... Those when Histories begin, and the 
Fifth Sunday after Easter. 

Inferior Sundays. i.e., The Sundays after the Octave of the 
Epiphany until LXX., those from the Octave of Low Sunday to 
the fifth Sunday after. Easter, and all the Sundays after Trinity 
Perey. until Advent. 

2. All feasts are translated if they occur on Principal Sundays ; 
‘and all feasts, except Principal and Greater Doubles, if they 
occur on Greater Sundays. 
¢ | Lesser Sundays are commemorated if they occur on Doubles ; 
-on Simples, however, these latter are translated, unless there are 
-many Sundays after Trinity.

IV.—OF THE TRANSLATION OF FEASTS. 


~, | 1. If any Double, or Feast of Nine Lessons, or Three with 
' ¢ Rulers, occur ori Advent Sunday, on the Vigil‘6f Christmas, the 
+ Circumcision, the Epiphany on and in its Octave, LXX., or any 
Sunday in Lent, Ash-Wednesday, the three days before Easter 
till Low Sunday inclusive, Ascension Day, the Vigil of Whitsun 
Day and till Irinity Sunday inclusive, Corpus Christi, or the 
Assumption, it is transferred to the first vacant day. 
.. 2. The Dedication of a Church and the Feast of the Patron

3. Doubles are translated according to their rank—i.e., if two 
_ occur, the lesser ; and if two of the same rank, the least worthy 
“is transferred. Feasts of Nine and Three Lessons are translated 
under certain circumstances if they occur on Octave Days. See 
sect.

V.—OF RULING THE CHOIR.* 

It is customary for the Choir to have Rulers—i.e., persons 
whose duty it is at Mass to chant the Office, Kyrie, etc. ; and in 
the Breviary Offices the anthems, etc. ; also to superintend the 
choristers. - These in cathedrals are appointed by the Precentor, 
whose duty it is to arrange the table of the singers and ministers 
of the Altar. ‘This table is generally made out for the week ; 
but at Christmas, Easter, and Whitsuntide, it is made out for 
each day. There are three forms or grades of stails at Salisbury 
Cathedral—the Canons sit in the upper, the minor Canons in the

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next, and the boys below. On all Double Feasts the Choir is 
ruled by four, who, in Principal Doubles, may be any persons 
the Precentor chooses to name, provided that they be at: least 
Canons. In other Doubles, the first. two, called Principals, are 
the Canons appointed for the week; the other two, called 


Secondaries, may, at the discretion of the Precentor, be persons 


holding stalls in the second bench.* In Simple Feasts there are 
two Rulers only: their office lasts fifteen days, when the table 
runs by the week (except at Christmas, Easter, and Whitsuntide), 
the principal of the first week becoming the second in the next. 
On certain of these days, however, a third Ruler is added, of the 
superior grade, and these are marked in the Kalendar as Triple 
Invitatories. Rulers wear silk copes of the colour of the season 
over asurplice, and have silver staves allotted to them as emblems 
of office; the following are the days they must all be of the 


highest rank :—Christmas Day and the two next days, the 


Epiphany, Easter Day, Easter Monday, Ascension Day, Whitsun 
Day and the following Monday, the Assumption, the Dedication 
Day of a Church, and Feast of. the Patron Saint.t On the 
remaining Doubles, two will be of the highest grade, and two 
of the second.t The Choir has Rulers also in and on certain 
Octaves. See Sect. vii. 


VI.—OF FERIAS. 
1. Ferias are of four kinds—Principal Ferias, i.e., Maundy 


Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday, the Vigil of Whitsun 
Day, and Ash-Wednesday, 
Greater Ferias, i.e., all days from Passion Sunday to Maundy 
Thursday. | 
Lesser Ferias, i.e., all days from Ash-Wednesday to Passion 
Sunday, the first and third Rogation Days, and the third week 
in Advent. 


l Inferior Ferias, 1.¢., All days in Advent, except the third week. 


2. If Doubles or Simples occur on the first of these four 
“| classes, they are transferred, or in the case of untransferables 
passed over. 

If they occur on the second class ‘they are passed over, if

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Simples ; if Doubles, the Service is of the Feast, with a Memorial 
of the Week ‘Day. 
If they occur on the third class, the Mass ofithe Feast is said 


after Terce, and the Mass of the Fast after None,. both at the 


High Altar, except in places where there is only one Mass; then 
the Feast is commemorated at the Mass of the Feast. 

If they occur on the fourth class, there is always a Memorial 
of the Week Day. 

Besides the above four classes there are Vigils. The Vigils 
falling under the following rule are those of the Epiphany, 
Ascension Day ; 5S. Andrew, Thomas, John the Baptist, Peter 
and Paul, James, Lawrence ; the Assumption, S. Bartholomew, 
the Nativity of Our Lady, S. Matthew, 55. Simon and Jude, All 
‘Saints, and the Ember Days. If a Vigil (other than the Vigils of 
Christmas, Easter, and Whitsun Day) occur on a Feast of Nine 
Lessons, or Three with Rulers, then the Mass of the Feast is 
said after Sext in the Chapter-house,+ and the Mass of the Feast 
after Terce. In small places, however, the Service was-of the 


Feast, with a Memorial of the Fast,{ as was always the case with 


Feasts of ‘Three Lessons. The Fast of a Vigil is kept on the 


Saturday if the Feast fall on the Monday. 


. If an Ember Day and a Vigil occur, the latter has a 
Memorial. If an Ember Day and a Feast occur,.the same rule 


applies as in the case of Vigils. 


VIL—OF OCTAVES AND OCTAVE DAYS& 


1. Of the Octave there is a Service or a Memorial every day 
for eight days, at Christmas and the four following Feasts, || 
the Epiphany, * Easter, Ascension Day, * Whitsun Day, Corpus 
Christi; the Dedication Day of a Church (out of LXX. to 
Easter+t), the Feast of the Patron Saint, the Feast of Relics ; and 
the Feasts of the Visitation, Assumption, Nativity of Our Lady, 
and the Feast of the Name JESUS. On all the above the Octave 
and Octave Day are celebrated with Rulers of Choir, as also 
S. Andrew’s Day if not in Advent. ) 4) w/ Aefle don 

2. If any Feast occur in the Octaves of any of the above,

No Feast can be translated into the Octaves of Christmas, 
Epiphany, or Ascension Day. 

2. If a Feast with Rulers and an Octave Day occur, the Mass 
of the Octave Day is said in the Chapter-house, and the Mass of 
the Feast at the High Altar. If the Feast be a Sunday, however, 
it is sometimes translated, according as there are few or many 
Sundays after Trinity.t It appears, however, that on the Octave 
Day of the Ascension, Simples were translated. 

-4. If an Octave Day and a Vigil occurred, the rule of Feasts 
and Vigils is applicable. (See above.) 

5. The Feasts of SS. Peter and Paul, and S. Andrew (in 
Advent), and the Dedication in LXX. to XL., have an Octave 


‘Dayt with Rulers of Choir, though they have none in the Octave. 


6. The Feast of S. John Baptist, Relics, S. Lawrence, 
S. Martin, and the Dedication, in Lent, have Octaves and Octave 
Days without Rulers of Choir; on the last there is only a 
Memorial at Mass, and no second Mass in the Chapter-house. 
In the case of the former, a Day in an Octave and an Octave 
Day with Rulers was superior to the Qctave Day, and the Mass 
of the Octave was either said in the Chapter-house, or else a 
Memorial of it was made at the other Mass. 

According to York Use, S. William and the Feast of the 
Chains of S. Peter had Octaves with Rulers, while it agreed 
with Hereford in including S. Agnes amongst those which had 
Octaves without Rulers. 

8. According to HEREForD Use, the Feasts with solemn 
Octaves and Octave Days (z.e., with Rulers) were Christmas and 
four following days, Epiphany, Easter, Ascension, S. Ethelbert, 
Whitsun Day, Trinity, Corpus Christi, Peter and Paul, the 
Assumption, and Nativity of B.V.M.,-S. Thonias of Hereford 
and his Translation, also the Feast of the Patron Saint.§ ) 

Those with simple Octaves (2.e., without Rulers) were 5. Agnes, 


Nativity S. John Baptist, S. Lawrence, 5. Martin, 5. Andrew. 


* With regard to this statement there is some difhculty: thus Feasts of Three 
Lessons are allowed to be celebrated in the Octave of the Name of Jesus; whereas 
in the Octaves of the Epiphany, Ascension Day, Assumption, and Nativity, there 
was clearly only a Memorial of them, but this may have been due to the fact that 
it seemed optional to celebrate that Feast either with or without Rulers.

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VIII.—OF VOTIVE MASSES AND COMMEMORATIONS. 


1. On Saturdays when there is no Double Feast, or one with 
Rulers, Octave, or Octave Day with Rulers, Vigil or Ember Day, 
and provided it to be out of Lent, there is a Commemoration of 
the B.V.M., according to the season, as is set forth in the Missal. 
This Commemoration will not supersede any Sunday Mass unsaid, 
owing to its having fallen within some Octave with Rulers. 

HEREFORD Use forbade the Commemoration of Our Lady in 
Advent or LXX., as well as in Lent; and such was also the 
original rule both in Sarum and,in York, until the days of 
Cardinal Kempe, though in the printed Missals the latter 
or ae the new custom.” 

. The first vacant ferial day in every week, but preferably on 
Ose ig the Commemoration of the Saint of the place is said. 
Next after this, the Mass commonly called Salus Popul (for the 
welfare of all our brethren and sisters living) is said. If Tuesday 
is not vacant, then some other day is taken. After this, in 
cathedrals, the Saint of the diocese had a Commemoration. The 
other Votive Masses are said ad hbitum in the following order : 
—Sunday, of the Trinity; Monday, of Angels ; ‘Tuesday, Salus 
Populi; Wednesday, of the Holy Ghost; Thursday, of the 
Blessed Sacrament; Friday, of the Holy Cross, of the Five 
Wounds, or of the Crown of our Lord ; Saturday, of Our Lady. 

. According to York Use there was a Commemoration of 
$. William on Tuesday ; there was also a Commemoration of 
SS. Peter and Paul, and of all Saints. “The Commemorations 
were probably said in the same order as Sarum. 

4. According to HErREForD Use, these Commemorations were 
said—on Sunday, of the Trinity ; ; on Monday, of Angels; 
Tuesday, of S. Ethelbert; Wednesday, of Salus Populi; 
Thursday, of S. Thomas of ‘Hereford, or of the Holy Ghost ; 
Friday, of the Holy Cross ; Saturday, of the B.V.M.; there 
was also a Commemoration of Apostles. 


IX.—OF MASSES FOR THE DEAD. 


1. In the Cathedral Church of Salisbury there is a daily Mass 
for the faithful departed (they may have two, the other being 
for Bishops in the Chapter-house). That this could not be 
carried on in. the country parishes is manifest; hence, it is 
probable that a Mass was said for them on the first vacant day in 
every month. 


2. On All Souls’ Day only one Collect is said.

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X.—OF MEMORIALS. 


1. If an ordinary Sunday fall on a Double, there is no 
Memorial of it at Mass; but on Feast of Nine Lessons, not 
Doubles, there is. 

2. There is a Memorial of Ferias in Advent, Lent, Ember 
Days, Rogations, and Vigils; but in Cathedrals, and where 
there are many clergy, if a Feast fall on these, there is generally 
first a Mass of the Feast. 

3. There is no Memorial of a Votive Mass. 

4. The order of the Breviary is generally kept in regard to 
Memorials. 

5. When there are many Collects, the first and the last only 
are chanted aloud. Before the first is said, The Lord be with you, 
and Let us pray; and Let us pray before the second, and so 
before the P. Comm.; but not again. (For the number of 
Collects, see sect. xiv.) 


XI.—OF THE OFFICE OR INTROIT. 


I. The Orricr is repeated three times on Sundays, Feasts, 
and Octaves with Rulers, in all Commemorations of Our Lady, 
and in the Feast of the Place. First the Office, then the Psalm, 
then the Office again, then the Glory, then the Office again. 

2. When there are no Rulers, first the Office, then the Psalm 
and Glory, and then the Office is said again. 

3. On Passion Sunday and till Easter Day, with the exception 
of Maundy Thursday (if the Bishop celebrates), and Easter Eve, 
there is no Gry, etc., to the Office, and the latter is only repeated 


once. 
4. In Eastertide, Alleluia is added at the end of the Office. 


XII.—OF THE KYRIES. 


1. Three Kyrigs, three Christe Eleisons, and again three Kyries 
are always said before all Masses, except on Good Friday. 

2. In some of these are interpolated versicles or farces,* but 
the form is retained as above (except in one instance where there 
are ten instead of nine petitions). These are said in the following 
order :—On Principle Doubles, O Divine Creator ; on Doubles, 
any of the succeeding eight appointed; on the Epiphany, 
Whitsun Day, and Corpus Christi, O Lord, Fountain; on 
Michaelmas Day, O Lord, King ; on Holy Cross Day and the 
Invention, O Light. 3 

3. At the daily Mass of Our Lady in her Chapel, if a Feast

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(except on the two days before Easter), one of these Kyries is 
chanted without its verses, z.e., O Lord, Fountain, or O Lord, King 
Resplendent ; and in the same way on Sundays is said, O Lord, 
King, Father; on Mondays, O King Beneficent ;* on Tuesdays, 
O Lord, Maker; on Wednesdays, O Lord God Almighty; on 4 
Thursdays, Maker of the World ; on Fridays, O Light and Source = 
of Light ; on Saturday, O Lord Almighty. + a 

4. What the York Use was does not appear, since no Kyries a 
are to be found in its Missal. A 

5. In the HereForD Missal there were 16 Kyries, the ones in 
addition to the Sarum being Pater Cuncta, O Rex clemens, Summe 
Deus, Kyrie Genitor, Kyrie Rex immense, and Puerorum caterva 
(this last being appropriated to Innocents’ Day). 


XIII.—OF THE GLORIA IN EXCELSIS.t 


1. This is said out of Advent, from LXX. to Easter Eve 
exclusive (excepting Maundy Thursday, when the Bishop 
celebrates), and on Feast of Nine or Three Lessons, with or 
without Rulers (except the four Feasts of SS. Petronilla, Bertinus, 
Thecla, and Romanus). Hence it is said, when the Ze Deum is 
said, at Matins. 

2. In Votive Masses it is not said asarule. It is, however, 
said on Our Lady’s. Commemoration on Saturdays, on Votive 
Masses of Angels, and apparently on those allotted to the days 
in the week (with the exception of Salus Populi, and the Mass of 
the Cross, provided this latter be not of LXX.to Easter and 
Advent). It is not said in Masses for the Dead, or when the 
Sunday Mass is transferred to the week day. 


XIV.—OF COLLECTS. § 


2. More than seven Collects are never to be said, for Christ 
in the Lord’s Prayer did not exceed seven petitions. An uneven 
number of Collects is always to be preserved, except in Christmas lf 
week, both at Mass and at Matins. If the number of Collects | 
is naturally even, it is made uneven by adding the Memorial of : a 
All Saints, Grant, O Lord. When the Mass of any Saint is said 
in the Chapter-house, Memorials may be said also of others.

This section is the substance of a long Rubric in the Mass for Advent Sunday. 
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2. On all Sundays, and Feasts with Rulers, which fall on 
Sundays from Easter to Ascension Day inclusive, there are no 
Memorials at the Mass of the Resurrection which is then said ; 
nor of the Sunday at the Mass of the Saints, if there is one. At 
the Sunday Mass, or that of the Saints, there is always a 
Memorial of the Resurrection. 

. In Feasts of Nine Lessons in Lent, or Ember Days, or 
Advent, there ought to be two Masses—first of the Feast, then 
of the Fast ; but where there are not clergy enough, a Memorial 
of the Fast may be made at the Mass of the Feast. 

. In Advent Collects are said in the first week thus—t1, 
Advent ; 2, Our Lady; 3, All Saints ; ‘in the following weeks— 
1, Collect of the Day ; 2, of Advent ; 3, of S. Mary. 

. @ week-days, and Feasts without Rulers from the First 
Sunday after the Octave of the Epiphany to XL., are said five 
Collects—1, of the Day ; 2, of Our Lady; 3, of All Saints ; 
4, of the whole Church ,; 5, of Peace (this latter is omitted 
if two Saints are commemorated on the same day). But on 
Ash-Wednesday and till: XL. they are—1, of Day; 2, of 
Penitents ; 3, Our Lady ; 4, All Saints ; 5, the whole Church. 

6. On Sundays in Lent, one Collect only is said. 

7. On week-days in Lent, till Maundy ‘hursday, there are 
added to the five Collects used on Ash-Wednesday—6, of Peace ; 
7, for All sorts and conditions of Men. 

8. On week-days, and Feasts without Rulers from Low 
Sunday to Ascension Day, three Collects only are said—t1, of the 
Day ; 2, of the Resurrection ; 3, of All Saints. 

. On week-days, and Feasts with Rulers from First Sunday 
after ‘l'rinity to Advent, five Collects, as in paragraph 5. 

10. On Sundays, and Feasts with Rulers through the year, 
the same number of Collects is generally said as at Matins. 
Sometimes there are several Memorials ; as on S. Processus’ Da 
at his Mass, there is a Mem. of S. Swithin, Apostles, Our Lady, 
and All Saints—this latter to make up the number. 

There is a Memorial of the Blessed Trinity (whenever the 
Mass is of the Sunday) from Trinity Sunday till Advent. 

It. In the Mass of Our Lady in her Chapel—1, of Our 
Lady; 2, of the Trinity: 3, For the Bishop and those under 
him ; 4, Deceased benefactors ; 5, For all, living and dead. 


In the Votive Mass of Salus Populi the Collects follow the 


season. 
12. The Secrets and Post Communions are always the same in 
number as the Collects. If the Collect is addressed to the 
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Father, it is ended Through Our Lord; if to the Son, Who 
livest and reignest with God the Father. If, in the beginning, 
mention is made \of the Son, Through the same our Lord; if at 
the end, Who liveth with Thee. If mention is made of the Holy 
Ghost, at the end is said, Jn the unity of the same Holy Ghost. In 
saying Collects the rules of section x. are to be kept. 

13. According to HEREFoRD, one Collect only was said in 
Trinitytide and Epiphany, on Sundays and Feasts of Nine 
Lessons, unless a Feast of Three occurred. The Feast of 
S. Ethelbert was observed in Whitsuntide, and a Memorial made 
even on Whitsun Day. 


XV.—OF THE EPISTLE, GRADUAL, ALLELUIA, TRACT, 
SEQUENCE, AND GOSPEL. 

1. After the last Collect is said the EpistTLe, or, at certain 
seasons, a Lesson or Lessons.* ‘These Epistles and Gospels 
varied in the different Uses, but, with very few exceptions, only 
in respect-of those on Wednesdays and Fridays. (For which 
see Appendix B.) 

2. The Grapuat follows, and is always said, except from 
Friday in Easter Week (exclusive) to ‘Trinity Sunday, after 
which is a verse, and then (in the Mass of the Day) the Gradual 
is always repeated, except on Doubles, Thursday and Friday in 
Easter Week, Wednesday in Letare+ Week, the Ember Days 
(except after the last Lesson), and when there is’ a Tract. In 
Votive Masses, if High, it is repeated, except from LXX. to 
Maundy ‘Thursday and in Our Lady’s Mass, when there is no 
Sequence or Chant, but it is not repeated in the daily Low Mass 
in her Chapel. The Gradual is said in Masses for the Dead. 

3. After the Gradual, the ALLELuia and Y. follow. Then 
the Alleluia is repeated with a cadence if there is no Sequence. 
It is never said when there is a Tract (except on Easter and 
Whitsun Eves), nor between LXX. and Easter Eve. 

In. Eastertide, .e., from Saturday in Easter Week to ‘Trinity 
Sunday, two Alleluias and Vs. are said, except in the Rogation 
Days and on Whitsun Eve, on the former of which only one 
Alleluia and Y. is sung, and on the latter none. 

4. The Tracr is said instead of the Al/eluia on the Sundays 
between LXX. inclusive and Easter, and on Sundays, Mondays,

on all Doubles and Feasts of Apostles and Evangelists, on both 
Feasts of the Holy Cross, on both Feasts of S. Michael, on 
Nativ. S. John Baptist,* S. Gabriel, and S. Mary Magd., on the 
Feast of the Crown of our Lord, at Our Lady’s Mass when 
said at the High Altar, at Weddings, at the Consecration of a 
Church, and on all Saints’ Days to whom the Church or an Altar 
is dedicated. | 

2. According to York, the Creed was said on all Sundays 
(whatever the Mass), on Christmas Day and through the Octave, 
the Epiphany and Octave Day, Easter Day through and on the 
Octave, Ascension and Octave Day, Whitsun Day through and on 
the Octave, Corpus Christi and on the Octave Day, on both Feasts 
of the Holy Cross,+ on all Feasts of Apostles and Evangelists, 
on the Chair of S. Peter, the Chains of S. Peter, on the Octave 
Day of SS. Peter and Paul, on all Feasts of Our Lady and on

1. After the Creed, or (if this is not said) after’ the Gospel, 
follows the OFFERToRY, to which are attached sometimes one or 
two verses. ‘These are never said on Sundays, and only on 
week days in Advent and from LXX. to Easter. They are 
never said both together, but the Offertory and one is said 
alternately. In Eastertide, A//eluia is added at the end. There 
is no Offertory on Good Friday or Easter Eve. 

2. Then the elements are oblated,* after which follow the 
SECRETS. 

. Then follow the PREFAcEs in order. 

According to York, the Preface for Christmas Day was said 
besides those days on which it is prescribed in the Sarum Missal, 
on the Sundays from the Circumcision to LXX. (except in the 
Octave of the Epiphany), or to Purification, if LXX. falls after that 
Feast, also on all Feasts occurring in Octave of Corpus Christi. 

The Preface for Lent was said on Ash-Wednesday and till 
Passion Sunday, except on Sunday and Festival Masses. 

The Preface of the Holy Cross was said on Passion panes 
and till Good Friday. 

The Preface of Apostles was said on all Feasts of Apostles 
and Evangelists, except in the Octaves of the Epiphany, Easter, 
Whitsun Day, Ascension Day, and Corpus Christi. 

Our Lady’s Preface was said on all her Feasts and Com- 
memorations, except in the Octave and on the Commemoration 
or Feast of an Apostle or Evangelist. 

According to Hererorp, the Preface of Christmas was said in 
all Masses till the Epiphany, and on the Sundays after the Octave 
of the Epiphany till after Candlemas, unless LXX. fall early, 
when it is only said till then.

In Our ‘Lady’s Preface, the Assumption, Nativ., and 
Conception were the only feasts named. 

3. After the Preface, follows the Canon.

THE ABOVE DIRECTIONS. 


1. If there is no Saint’s day, the Mass will be found in its 
place in the Proper of Seasons. If thert is one, look at the 
Table of Occurrences. If a Saint’s day Mass is given, look in 
the Proper of Saints. 

2. If it is a Votive Mass, see after the Common of Saints. 


XX.—OF THE HOURS AT WHICH MASS IS SAID. 


1. A Low Mass can be said from 3 a.m. to noon. 

2. High Mass is said on Sundays and Feasts with Rulers after 
Terce ; on week days and Feasts without Rulers after Sext. 

3. In Adwent, Lent, and Vigils after None; but if a Feast 
occur on that day, the Mass of the Feast is said after Sext, and 
that of the Fast after None.

and at the end of Mass.

The Choir kneels from the Sanctus to The peace of God; and 
on all week days and feasts without rulers, whilst saying the 
prayers and psalms appointed, except from Easter Day to second 
Sunday after Trinity. 

L. ‘The Choir changes its side alternate weeks—i.e., it is one 
week on the Decani, the next on the Cantoris side. On all

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In endeavouring to fill up the blank days, Trinity Sunday and 
All Saints’ Day have not been included, as the former falls under 
the general rule of Sundays, and an additional authority 
for Ked rather than White, the modern Roman colour, is 
afforded by the fact that Red was used in several French dioceses 
to a late period (De Moleon, Voyages Liturgiques, p. 247)—a 
sufficient argument of itself for not departing from the general 
rule laid down in the Rubric, as has been shown in the 
Introduction, where the connection between the English and 
Gallican Churches is pointed out. 

For a like reason, though its grounds are not so strong, All 
Saints’ Day has been placed in the same category. For many 
centuries that day was equivalent to All Martyrs, and may fairly 
be supposed to have retained their colour, although embracing 
Virgins and Confessors. 

With respect to the Epiphany, Corpus Christi, ‘Transfiguration, 
the Name of JESUS, and the ferial colours, a conjecture (though 
only a conjecture) might be based on a careful examination of 
French Missals, particularly that of Rouen; at all events, the 
French, rather than the Roman Liturgies, will of course throw 
most light.on the truth. 


XAIV.—OF THE VESTMENTS. 


1. The VestmeEnts of a Priest for Mass are the Amice, Alb, 
the Girdle, Stole, Maniple, and Chasuble (this latter is called 
generally, the Vestment, and in inventories and constitutions of 
Bishops, a pair or two pair of Vestments mean two sets of 
Chasubles, Amices, Albs, &c.—i.e., all the articles mentioned 
above) ;* also occasionally it included the Vestments for Deacon 
and Sub-Deacon at High Mass. 

2. The Vestments of a Bishop are the Sandals and Stockings, 
the Amice,, Alb, Stole, Reliquary pendant from the neck, Tunicle, 
Dalmatic, Maniple, Chasuble when celebrating, and Cope at 
other times, Gloves, Episcopal Ring (kept in its place by 
another smaller one), and Mitre. 

3. The Cope is used in Processions, Benedictions, Solemn 
Matins, and Vespers ; also in the Mass of the Pre-sanctified on 
Good Friday. It is not strictly a sacerdotal Vestment, and is 
worn by the Rulers of the Choir and others. See sec. v. 

4. The Ministers wear Albs and Amices, Girdle, Stole, 
Maniple ; the Deacon, a Dalmatic; and Sub-Deacon, a Tunicle.

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In Advent and from LXX. to Maundy Thursday they wear 
folded Chasubles ; at the Epistle the Sub-Deacon takes his off : 


at the Gospel the Deacon crosses his over the left arm, and so- 


keeps it till after the Post-Communion, when he places it as 
before. Even at these seasons, however, the Dalmatic and 
Tunicle are worn at the Mass of a Feast. 

5. On Ember Days (except in Whitsuntide), Rogations (at the 
Mass of the Fast), in Processions, and when the Sunday or Saint's 
Day Mass is said in the Chapter-house ; on Ash-Wednesday, 
Good Friday, and Palm Sunday, only Albs and Amices are 
worn by the ministers. 

6. The Clergy are always in Black Copes,* except on Principal 
Doubles, and on Doubles occurring on Sunday, when they. wear 
silk Copes of the colour of the day. Onthe Vigil of Easter, 
and through and on the Octave, they wear Surplices only, as also 
on Doubles occurring from Easter to Michaelmas. 

7. The Thurifer, Acolytes, and Candle-bearers are always in 
Albs and Amices, as also the Choir; the Acolyte wears a silk 
Mantle in addition ; + the boys who read the lessons, or chant the 
Gradual or Alleluia, wear Surplices. At Low Mass the Server 
is in Surplice.t 

8. If a Bishop celebrate, and it be Maundy Thursday or 
Whitsun Day, he has seven Deacons, seven Sub-Deacons, and 
three Acolytes ; on other Double Feasts only five. On Feasts 
with Rulers, two at the least ; but on Good Friday only one. 


XXV.—OF THE ORNAMENTS OF THE ALTAR. 


The ALTAR is to be covered with three Linen Cloths,§ of 
which one at least is blessed ; a Cross is always placed before the 
celebrant ||—this, with a pair of candlesticks, stands on a beam 
over the Altar, though, in latter times, probably, on it.’ The 
Tractatus prescribes on every Sunday in Advent, and on all other 
Sundays, four Candles at Mass—two at the steps of the Altar, 
and two on the Super-Altar.4

On Christmas Day, Easter and Whitsun Eves, and on Principal 
and Greater Doubles,* eight Candles about the Altar, of a pound 
weight each—six on the ledge with the Crucifix and Relics, z., 
on the Beam above (note q p. lvi.) ; two before Our Lady’s 
image; and five of half-pound weight in the corona before the 
step of the Altar; also five on the wall over the pulpits where 
the Lessons are read. From Whitsun Day to and on Our 
Lady’s Nativity, seven Candles are placed in the bronze corona ; 
on all other Lesser and Inferior Doubles there are four Candles 
about the Altar, ten before Our Lady’s image, three in the corona, 
and three in the pulpit. 

On days which havea Triple Invitatory, and on the Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday in Easter and Whitsuntide, the rule of 
Sundays in Advent obtains, also on Maundy Thursday. 

On all Feasts, on Good Friday, and on week-days, two candles 
only are used, as also at the Sepulchre on Maundy ‘Thursday ; 
on the next night, and till Easter Day, one only is lit. 

The Constitutions of Lichfield, a.p. 1195, in some sort agree 
with the Zractatus—thus the ‘Thesaurarius must provide ten 
Candles beyond (u/tra) the Great Altar on Double Feasts, two 
over (insuper) S. Chad’s, and one over the others; and four 


—>beyond (u/tra) the High Altar on Feasts with Rulers. 


The Council of Oxford, 1222, orders ‘‘tempore quo 
missarum solemnia peraguntur accendantur duo candelz, una, 
cum lampade ad minus.” 

Besides the above there were other ornaments of the Altar 
which are best enumerated by giving a list of the minimum 
required in each church by the Constitutions of Westminster, 
1229 :—2 pair of Vestments,+ 2 pair of Corporals of a fit size ; 
I Rochet ;¢ 2 Altar-frontals—1 Festal, I Ferial ; 3 Linen Cloths, 
one at least blessed ;§ 2 Chalices ; 2 Pyxes—one for the Host, 
one for the Oblations ; 2 Cruets—one for wine, one for water ; 
a pair of Candlesticks, a Censer, a Chrismatory ; 2 Crosses—one 
for Processions, the other for Funerals. In the Quire—2 
Surplices, a Banner, Lenten Veil, movable Sacrarium, Lantern, 
Hand-bell,|| glass Windows, and decently-dressed Choir. 

A dispute arising as to who was to provide the Ornaments of 
the Church, it was decided by Gray, Archbishop of York, 1253

principal feasts, and two others for the Rulers of Choir; 2 Crosses, 
Bier, Holy-Water Vat, Pax, Paschal Candle-stand, Censer, 
Lantern, Hand-bell, Lenten Veil, 2 Acolytes’ Candlesticks ; 
Books—i.e., Legendary, Antiphoner, Grail, Psalter, Troper, 
Ordinal, Missal, Manual ; Frontal for High Altar ; 3 Surplices, 
Pyx, Lights; etc. The Rector was bound to keep the chancel 
in repair, roof, walls, windows, and benches. (Conf, Statutes, 
Walter Peckham, 1279. Synod Exon, 1281.)* 


XXVI.—WHEN THE IMAGES ARE COVERED UP. 


On the Monday after XL., all Crosses, Images, and Relics, 
also the Pyx with the Blessed Sacrament, are to be covered up 
till Matins on Easter Day, except at Mass and till Vespers on 
Palm Sunday. Also from the preceding Saturday let a veil be 
hung between the Quire and the Altar, there to remain till the 
Gospel on Wednesday in Holy Week, when it falls at the 
words, ‘‘ The veil of the Temple was rent in twain,” It is, how- 
ever, raised at the Gospel at Mass till ‘* Brethren and sisters, 
pray for me;” and if the next day be a Feast of Nine Lessons, 
it is kept up till the following Matins. If the Mass of the 
Feast has to be said after that for the day, it is left down till 
the Gospel. 

According to HEREForD Use, the veil was raised also at the 
Elevation and Procession, and (if a Bishop celebrated) after the 
Confession; on Ember Saturday, in Lent, however, it is not 
raised till the Tract.

IL—ON THE PREPARATION OF THE CELEBRANT. 


The Priest having confessed and said Matins, Prime, and Terce, 
(Council Oxon, 1222), enters the Suacristy, says the Prayers of

The Server must be in a Surplice without colour (non 
miniatus ).t 


Il.—ENTRANCE OF THE PRIEST, OFFICE, KYRIE. 


He now approaches the Altar, places the Chalice upon it, first 
spreading the Corporas ; then descending, says the last two VWY.§ 
of the Lord’s Prayer; or, according to YorK,a YW. and . 
‘Then the Confession, the Server saying the Absolution, and vice 
versa; then raising and signing himself, he says, God Almighty, 
two VV. and RR., Let us pray, and the private prayers, after 
which he goes up to the Altar. 

In York and HeREForpD Uses, the verses were different (the 
HereForpD had two which the York had not), and the Priest 
went up at once to the Altar. 

He then proceeds as in the Ordinary, saying the Office with 
the Server. 

According to Hererorp Use, the R. Our help with its V. 
(said according to SARuM, just before going up to the Altar), 
were said here before the Office. 

Then follow the Ayries, the Server saying them with the Priest. 


II.—THE GLORIA IN EXCELSIS, COLLECTS, EPISTLES, 
GRADUAL, ALLELUIA, TRACT OR SEQUENCE, AND 
CREED. 


The Priest goes to the midst of the Altar, and says the Ghria 
in Excelsis with raised hand,|| inclining his head ; which latter he

where he remains, at the Epistle side, till the Gospel. 


IV.—THE GOSPEL. 


The Server takes the book, inclines, places it on the Gospel 
side.* The Priest then goes to that side, and says the Gospel 
(see Ordinary). 

According to York, before this he said, Blessed is He that 
cometh in the Name of the Lord, 


V—FROM THE CREED TO THE CANON. 


The Priest going to the centre of the Altar, says the Creed 
(with hands for an instant joined, which he disjoins as he 
proceeds, HEREFORD). 

YorK agrees with Sarum about the inclinations in the Creed, 
but according to the HereForp Missal the Priest genuflects 
from And was Incarnate to for us. 

The Priest uncovers the Chalice (at the end of the Creed), 
places the Paten before him,+ and then uplifting the Chalicet 
with both hands, says, Receive, O Holy Trinity. 

According to York, the Bread was arranged on the Corporas, 
and the Priest said the same prayer, having first washed his hands ; 
after which he offered the Chalice with the Wine, saying, Let this 
Sacrifice be acceptable to Almighty God, In the Name of, etc. 

According to HEREFORD, the Bread and Paten were placed on 
the top of the Chalice, then kissing it he offered them, saying, 
Receive, O Holy Trinity, this oblation which I offer Thee in memory 
of the Passion of our Lord Fesus Christ , and grant ‘that it may be 
acceptable in Thy sight on high, and work the salvation of myself and 
all the faithful. Through. 

After this he replaces the Chalice, covering it; and, taking the 
Paten, places the Bread on the Corporas before the Chalice, and,

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blessing the Paten, puts it on the right of the Chalice, under the 
cloths. 

Then he goes to the Epistle side, and says as he washes his 
hands, the Server ministering to him, Cleanse me, etc. 

.According to York he did the same, saying, J will wash my 
hands in innocency, and so will I go to Thine Altar, O Lord, and the 
Hymn, Come, Holy Ghost. 

According to HEREForD he said the same Hymn ;* adding the 
Y. and R. Send forth Thy Spirit, etc., with the prayer, Kindle in 
our hearts (see p. 392). 

Then returning, he says with joined hands, Jn the Spirit, etc. ; 
and then raising himself and censing the Altar on the right, he 
says, In the Name of etc. (see Ordinary). 

According to YorK he did the same, but in blessing the 
Sacrifice he said, Let this sacrifice be bles+sed, order+ed, and 
sancti + fied. 

According to HEREForD he did the same, and then held his 
hands over the Chalice and said, Come, O Almighty and eternal 
God, the Sanctifier, and signed it, saying, Bless + and sanctify 
this Sacrifice which is prepared for Thee; and then himself, saying, 
In the Name of, etc. 

He then proceeds as in the Ordinary. 

In York and Hererorp the Y. and B. to Brethren and sisters, 
pray, were slightly different. 

At the Sanctus he raises arms and joins his hands till Jz 
the Name, when he signs himself. Here a bell rings thrice. 

According to HEREForD, before the Canon he said, adoring 
the Crucifix, We adore Thee, O Christ, and bless Thee, for by Thy 


Holy Cross Thou hast redeemed the andd: Have mercy upon us, 
Thou Who hast suffered for us.+ 


VI.—FROM THE CANON TO THE PAX. 


The Canon in the three Missals is the same, except that the 
York orders the Chalice to be uncovered at By Whom instead of 
By Him ; and the HEREForp inserts the rubric, Here let him incline 
to the Host, instead of the Sarum one before this oblation, as also 
before THIS IS MY BODY. At the consecration of the 
Chalice after Holy and venerable hands, it adds, Let him raise his 
eyes ; and before Upon which, and Remember also, it has Let him 
raise his arms and say. 

” Omitting the verse dudum sacrata, What was-this verse? [It is not in the 
Sarum or Roman version of this Hymn.

VII.—FROM THE PAX TO THE END OF MASS. 


Before the Pax is given, he says the prayer, O Lord, Holy 
Father. This is omitted in the York Use. In the HEREForD is 
said, O Lord, Who saidst unto Ihbine Apostles (see the modern 
Roman Use). 

Then he gives and sends the Pax, kissing the Corporas on the 
right, and the Chalice.+ 

In the HereFrorp Use he kissed the Chalice before the Altar. 
The York and HErerorp Pax was, Receive the bond of peace and 
charity, that ye may be fit for the Holy Mysteries of God. 

Then holding the Body in both hands, he says the prayers of 
Communion (see Ordinary). 

According to York, after the Pax, he said, Let us pray; and 
holding the Body in both hands, O Lord, Holy Father (as in the 
Ordinary, changing the / and me to we and us, throughout it) ; 
then, Let us pray and Let not the reception of Thy Body (nearly the 
same as the third Sarum Prayer of Communion) ; Let us pray ; 
and the second Sarum Prayer, O Lord Fesus Christ. Here he 
received the Body, first making the sign of the Cross over his 
mouth ; then the Blood, saying, Zhe Body of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be my everlasting healing unto life eternal. Amen. The Blood of our 
Lord Jesus Christ preserve me unto life eternal. Amen. The Body 
and Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ preserve my body and soul unto 
everlasting life. Amen. : 

According to HEREForRD, after the Pax, he kissed the minister, 
saying, The peace of Christ and the Holy Church be with thee and 
the sons of the Church. Vhen followed O Lord, Holy Father (in the 
pluralas York); then O Lord Jesu Christ ; O God the Father ; and 
this, We return thanks to Thee, O God the Father, for those who are 
already in bliss, and we ask for help by their intercession with T hee ;

According to HEREFoRD, the Priest went to the Epistle side 
and washed the Chalice with wine, saying the prayer as ih Sarum : 
then his fingers with wine and water, saying, Let this Communion. 
Then taking water again, and returning to the centre of the 4 
Altar, he received it, saying, Let the Body, as in the Roman 44 
Missal ; then he placed the Chalice on the Paten, and went to 5 
the Sacrarium and, washed his hands, saying (Ps. xxv.), 1 will 
WASP .seveseee Altar. +5 

The rest as in the Ordinary, except that in Harerorp the 
Priest said, Ite Missa est; and he kissed the Altar after Let the 
obedient performance. 

In York, the Blessing was given on Double Feasts after a V. 
and ., with the folded corporals and empty vessels, thus, The 
Divine Majesty and the One Deity, the Father +, the Son+ , and the 
Holy Ghost +, bless you. Amen. 


HIGH MASS IN THE ELEVENTH TO SIXTEENTH 
CENTURIES. 


I. ON SIMPLE FEASTS WITH RULERS. 


1. THE PROCESSION * 


On all Sundays after Prime and Chapter (except on Doubles 
and Palm Sunday), salt and water is blessed+ before the 
Altar in the midst of the Quire by the Priest, vested in alb 
and cope, with Deacon and Sub-Deacon carrying the Text; 
Thurifer, Acolytes, and Cross-bearer, all in albs and amices, 
except the boys with salt and water and the Book, who are in

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surplices. ‘Then the Priest approaches and sprinkles the High 
Altar, and, as he returns, the clergy as they come up in order; 
he then goes to the steps of the Quire and says a Y., R., and 
Collect. Then they go forth in this order—-Vergers with rods, 
Cross-bearer, Acolytes, Thurifer, Sub-Deacon and Deacon, the 
Priest (the Bishop, if present). Asthey go, a VY. and R. are sung,* 
and the Priest sprinkles the Altar, first those on the north side of 
the Quire round the Presbytery, then those on the south side 
past the Font, till they come to the Cross,+ where they make a 
station.t The Priest turns to the people, saying in the mother 
tongue, Let us pray for the Roman Church, the Pope, Archbishops, 
Bishops, and herein particularly for ours, and for the Dean (or, in 
parishes, the Rector) of this Church, for the Holy Land, the peace of 
the Church, the King, his children, etc. ‘Yhen is said Ps. Ixvii., 
Y.¥., and RR., and a Collect; after which, turning to the 
people, the Priest says, Let us pray for the souls of N. andN.; 
with Ps. cxxx., VW. and RR., and a Collect.§ 

In Parish Churches the above prayers for the living are said 
after the Gospel and Offertory, either before the Cross or in the 
pulpit ; those for the dead are always said before the Cross. 

Prayers ended, they enter the Quire singing a R. and Y,; | 
then follows a YW. and R., and the Collect for the day, said at 
the step of the Quire. In LXX. to XL. this VY. and B.,, etc., is 
said by two clergy of the second form, turning to the people. 
From the Octave of Easter to the fifth Sunday after Easter it is 
said by two Clerks in surplices. On Christmas Day and Easter 
Day, three Clerks in copes sing it; on Easter Monday, two 
Clerks of the lower bench in surplices ; on Easter ‘Tuesday and 
Wednesday, two of the second bench. Then all go to the 
cemetery and say Ps. Ixvii. and a Collect for the departed... It 


is to be observed that on all Doubles six boys, in silk copes, 


minister to the Clergy and vest them (but not the Priest or 
Ministers). : 

On Christmas Day the order is—first, the Vergers, then Holy 
Water; three Acolytes with Crosses, in albs and tunics ; three

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Clergy, singing the Prose; Candle-bearers, two Thurifers ; 


Sub-Deacon and Deacon in dalmatic and tunic, with the Text ; 
Priests and Choir in copes—first the boys, then the Clergy of the 
second and upper grade. ‘The Procession moves down the 
middle of the Quire, out at west door, and round the Cloister. 

On S. Stephen’s Day three Deacons, on S. John’s three 
Priests, on Holy Innocents’ and S. Thomas Cant. days three 
boys, sing a prose in procession. 

Proses are also said in procession on the Circumcision, *Easter 
Day, *Ascension Day, *Whitsun Day, *Corpus Christi, 
*Dedication of the Church, *Visitation B. V. M., Name of 
JESUS. , 

On all Minor Doubles there are only two Crosses. On 
Ascension Day and Corpus Christi, a Shrine with Relics is 
carried by two Clerks of the second form, in copes, between the 
Thurifer and Sub-Deacon. 

For the Procession on Ash-Wednesday, Palm Sunday, 
Maundy Thursday, Easter Eve, and Candlemas, see Missal. 

On Wednesdays and Fridays in Lent till Maundy Thursday, 
there is always a Procession after None before Mass (except it be 
a Feast of Nine Lessons) to one of the side Altars, beginning 
with S. Martin’s, without a Cross : at the Altar are said Collects 
and Litanies. It then goes round, and enters by the west door 
of the Quire. 

There is a Procession on all Principal and Greater Doubles, 
on whatever day they occur. 

If a Feast of Nine Lessons occur on the Sunday, the Procession 
is of the Feast, with an Anthem of Our Lady. If the Feast has 
no Anthem, it is taken from the Common. The days having 
proper Anthems are the Feasts of SS. Andrew, Nicholas, Con- 
ception B. V. M., SS. Fabian and Sebastian, Agnes, Vincent, 
Conversion of S. Paul, Lady Day, the Invention of the Cross, 
S. John Baptist, SS. Peter and Paul ; Commemoration of S. Paul ; 
SS. Margaret, Mary Magdalene, Anne; SS. Peter ad vincula, 
S. Laurence, Nativity B. V. M., Holy Cross Day ; SS. Matthew, 
Michael, Denys ; Translation S. Edward, All Saints’; SS. Martin, 
Cecilia, Clement, Katherine. 

Apparently Feasts of Three Lessons were not noticed. As 
exceptions, SS. John and Paul Hippolytus and S. Britius have 
Anthems ‘from the Common. , 

According to York, the Procession was much the same, 
Anthems, etc., slightly differing.

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According to HEREForD, there was a Procession on Principal 
Doubles, on whatever day they fell; on Semi-Doubles, only 
on Sundays; on Minor Doubles, the Procession was of the

2. FROM THE PROCESSION TO THE EPISTLE.* 


After the Procession, whilst the Choir is saying Terce, the 
Priest and Ministers go to the Sacristy to vest. [he Rulers put 
on their copes, and, taking their staves in their hands, go to the 
Altar, and stand in front below the third step. Here receiving 
the Office from the Precentor (who in Principal Feasts is bound 
himself to be present, and enjoin it to the Rulers; and if the 
Bishop be present, he has to enjoin to him the beginning of the 
Gloria in Excelsis) ; the Ruler enjoins it to his companion, then 
both commence it together. After the G/ory be, when the Office 
is repeated, the Priest and Ministers approach the Altar, Then 
the Procession goes in order, as in Missal ; on arriving at the 
zg Altar the Confession is said, after which the Acolytes put down 
a their candles at the Altar-step. The Priest and Ministers ascend 
é to the Altar, and all follows as in Missal. 

According to York and HEREForD Use, there is no mention 
of Censing here, or of the Kiss of Peace. 

The Ministers follow in the Gloria in Excelsis the actions of 
the Priest. After the Collect, having read the Epistle, Gradual, 
Tract, or Sequence over with his Ministers, the Priest goes with 
the Deacon to the Sedilia and sits down. After the Office the 
‘Candle-bearers leave the Quire, and, going to the Sacristy, one me hoe 
a brings the cruets“and the silver box with the breads ; the other, a | 
3 the ewer and towels, placing them on the shelf over the Piscina ; 
then taking up their candles they go to meet an Acolyte,t who i 
carries the Chalice and Paten in a veil, together with the Burse a 
and Offertory-veil ; and, preceding him, they go to the Credence ; q 
where the Acolyte-leaves the Chalice, and taking the Corporals, 
places them on the Altar, which he kisses, and returns to the 
Credence ; the Candle-bearers leaving their candles by the side of 
the Altar. : 


3. FROM THE EPISTLE To THE GOSPEL. 
The Sub-Deacon, after the last Collect (taking off his chasuble, 
if he wears one), goes with the Book of the Epistles down to the 
pulpit and reads it ; after which he returns to the Piscina, where

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the Torch-bearers minister to him the towel and water, and the 
Acolyte gives him the bread and cruets to prepare the oblations ; 
after which he takes the water to the Priest to bless, as he sits 
in the Sedilia. 

According to Hererorp, the Epistle was read at the lectern, 
at the step of the Quire. 

The Epistle ended, one of the Candle-bearers and another boy 
go to prepare the lectern in the pulpit. 

‘Two boys in surplices sing the Gradual and Verse there, and 
return to their places. 

After this, two Canons in silk copes chant the Alleluia, in the 
same place. 

The Deacon goes to the Piscina, where the Acolyte and the 
other Candle-bearer minister the ewer and towel to him; after 
which he goes to the Altar, and censes it and the Relics; or if 
there is a Sequence, he waits till that is begun, first, however, 
spreading the Corporals on the Altar. ‘The Sequence is enjoined 
by the Rulers, as the Office and Kyrie were, after which the 
Choir take it up. 


4. FROM THE GOSPEL TO THE CANON. 


For the Procession, see the Ordinary. On reaching the pulpit 
the Sub-Deacon puts the Book of the Gospels on the stand, and 
takes the Text. ‘The Gospel is then read as in the Ordinary, and all 
return in procession tothe Altar. Here was preached the sermon. 

Then follows the Creed, the Sub-Deacon offering the 
Book of the Gospels to the Priest on the right hand to kiss, 
the Deacon censinghim. ‘There is much confusion here between 
the Zractatus and the Rubrics of the Missals—1st, as to whether 
it is the Deacon or Sub-Deacon who brings back the Text ; 
2nd, as to who delivers it tothe Priest. It is believed that the 
right version is as it has been given in the Ordinary of the 
Mass, but that if the Priest kisses the Fext it is given him on 
the left by the Sub-Deacon ; if the Book of the Gospels, it is given 
him on the right by the Deacon. 

After this the Thurifer censes the Sub-Deacon and the Choir. 
There is another difficulty here also; as the Rubrics and 
Missal read, a second censing seems enjoined, at least when 
the passage is taken into connection with the Zractatus. The 
elucidation may perhaps be this: the Priest, Deacon, and 
Sub-Deacon are alone censed at the Creed. ‘They remain in 
their places till the Choir has finished it, and then the Choir is 
censed. All follows as in the Ordinary. 
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At the Sanctus, which the Rulers chant and lead, a bell rings. 
The Candle-bearers and Choir go and stand outside the first 
stalls in the centre of the Quire, with their hands crossed on 
their chests. 

According to HEREFoRD Use, the Deacon gave the Paten to 
the Sub-Deacon, who held it covered with the veil, and did not 
give it to the Acolyte, as at Sarum. 


5. FROM THE CANON TO THB PAX. 


The Ministers remain on their steps, inclining with the Priest 
at the Consecration, at which a bell rings. 

When the Priest -crosses his hands, the Candle-bearers minister 
to the Deacon and Sub-Deacon in washing their hands. The 
latter goes to the right of the Priest, and raises the Corporals at 
the signing with the Host. All follows as in the Missal, the 
Rulers of the Choir leading the Agnus Dei. 


6. FROM THE PAX TO THE END OF THE MASS, 


After the Communion of the Priest, all follows as in the 
Ordinary. 


II1.—ON DOUBLES, AND IN OCTAVES WITH RULERS.* 


The Rulers are four on Doubles, and the Precentor himself 
stands with them in the centre of the Quire, and enjoins the 
beginning of the Kyrie, etc. 

The Gradual is said by three Clerks of the second grade in 


the pulpit, in copes ; and the Alleluia by three of the upper grade 


in the same dress ; so also on All Souls’ Day. All the rest is as 
above. 

In Octaves, and on Octave Days with Rulers, the A//eluia is 
sung not as above, but by the Rulers in the pulpit. 


IIIL—ON CHRISTMAS DAY AND IN LENT.+ 


On Christmas Day all as above, but the Lesson before the 
Epistle is read in the pulpit by any two persons in silk copes. 
If the Bishop celebrates, the Deacons and Sub-Deacons (except 
the Principal) all come into the Quire at the singing of the Office 
and of the Sequence ; and at the Gospel, go in procession by twos 
behind the Principal Deacon and Sub-Deacon. The Acolyte 


wears a dalmatic. 


At the Second Mass on that Day, the Lesson is read in the 


pulpit by an Acolyte. The Deacon receives the Blessing from 
the Bishop Secon reading the Gospel. 


* Tractatus, sec, c. Tractatus, sec, XCvi,-Xcix, 
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In Lent, the Tract is sung by four of the upper grade, in 
silk copes,* at the step of the Altar, all beginning and ending 
together ; but after the first verse the rest are taken up, first 
by two on the one side, and then by two on the other, the Choir 
sitting. 

On Ash-W ednesday, the First Sunday in Lent, Palm Sunday, 
Wednesday in Holy Week, and Good Friday, the Tract is sung 


throughout on both sides, and not as above. 


IV.—ON FEASTS WITHOUT RULERS AND WEEK-DAYS.t 


The Priest and Ministers enter at the beginning of the Office 
instead of at the third repetition of thesame. The Epistle is read 
at the step of the Quire, and not at the pulpit. 

On Feasts with a Double Invitatory, and in Octave, and on 
Octave Days without Rulers, the Gradual is sung by two boys in 
surplices at the step of the Altar, and the //eluia by two Clerks 
of the second grade in the same place. 

On the Saturday in Easter Week, and on Feasts when the 
Alleluia is Praise the Lord, ye servants, it is sung by two boys in 
surplices at the step of the Quire. 

On Saturday in Easter Week, on Commemorations of the 
B. V. M., on Feasts of Three Lessons without Rulers, and 
week-days, the Gradual and Alleluia are sung by one boy at the 
step of the Quire, but a different boy is required for each. 

The Gospel is read on a lectern in the Presbytery, which is 
prepared by one of the Candle-bearers during the Epistle; and 
the Sub-Deacon holds the Text opposite the Deacon whilst he 
reads from the Book of the Gospel which is on the stand. The 
Deacon then kisses the Text, which is given him by the 
Sub-Deacon ; but he is not censed, neither is the Choir, unless 
the Creed is said.

{ Glory is not said. 

{ The Passion is sung or said in three tones—alto, bass, and tenor—for all 
are words either of the Jews, or of the Disciples, or of Christ, or of the 
Evangelist. Therefore, letter a signifies Jews and Disciples; letter b 
Christ; letter t the Evangelist. The same is observed in the other Passions. 

* At that time ‘Jesus said unto His disciples, » Ye know that after 
two days is the feast of the passover, and the Son of Man is 
betrayed to be crucified. * Then assembled together the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the elders of the people, unto the 
palace of the High Priest, who was called Caiaphas, and consulted 
that they might take Jesus by subtilty and kill Him. But they said, 

* Not on the feast day, lest there be an uproar among the people. 

* Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in the house of Simon the 

leper, there came unto Him a woman having an alabaster box of 

very precious ointment, and poured it on His head, as He sat af 
meat, But when His disciples saw it, they had indignation, say- 
ing, *’To what purpose is this waste? For this ointment might 
have been sold for much, and given to the poor. * When Jesus 
understood it, He said unto them, ° Why trouble ye the woman ? 
for she hath wrought a good work upon Me. For ye have the 
poor always with you; but Me ye have not always. For in 
that she hath poured this ointment on My Body, she did it for 
My burial. Verily, I say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel shall 
be preached in the whole world, there shal] also this that this 
woman hath done be told for a memorial of her. * Then one of 
the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief priests, and 
said unto them, * What will ye give me, and I will deliver Him 
unto you? *And they covenanted with him for thirty pieces of 


' silver. And from that time he sought opportunity to betray Him.

But after I am risen again, I will go before you 
into Galilee. * Peter said unto Him, *’lhough all men shall be 
offended because of Thee, yet will I never be offended. +* Jesus 
said unto him, ® Verily I say unto Thee, That this night, before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny Me thrice. ‘Peter saith unto 
Him, * Though I should die with Thee, yet will I not deny 
Thee. * Likewise said all the disciples. en cometh Jesus 
with them unto a place called Gethsemane, and saith unto the 
disciples, »Sit ye here while I go and pray yonder. * And He 
took with Him Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, and began to 
be sorrowful and very heavy. Then saith He unto them, » My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death : tarry ye here, and 
watch with Me. ‘* And He went a little further, and fell on His 
face, and prayed, saying, °»O My Father, if it be possible, let 
this cup pass from Me: nevertheless, not as I will, but as Thou 
wilt. *And He cometh unto the disciples, and findeth them 
asleep, and saith unto Peter, » What, could ye not watch with 
Me one hour? Watch and pray, that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion: the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. * He 
went away again the second time, and prayed, saying, »>O My 
Father, if -this cup may not pass away from Me except I drink 
it, Thy will be done. *And He came and found them asleep 
again : for their eyes were heavy. And He left them, and went 
away again, and prayed the third time, saying the same words.

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Then cometh He to His disciples, and said unto them, » Sleep on 
now, and take your rest; behold, the hour is at hand, and the 


Son of Man is betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise, let us- 


be going : behold, he is at hand that doth betray Me. * And 
while He yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of the people. Now he that betrayed Him 
gave them a sign, saying, * Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same 
is He: hold Him fast. * And forthwith he came to Jesus, and 
said, * Hail, Master, ‘and kissed Him. And Jesus said unto 
him, © Friend, wherefore art thou come ? * Then came they, and 
laid hands on Jesus and took Him. And, behold, one of them 
which were with Jesus stretched out his hand, and drew his 
sword, and struck a servant of the high priest’s, and smote off 
his ear. Then said Jesus unto him, > Put up again thy sword 
into his place: for all they that take the sword shall perish with 
the sword.

to take Me? [I sat daily with you teaching in the temple, and ye | 


laid no hold on Me. ‘But all this was done, that the scriptures 
of the prophets might be fulfilled. Then all the disciples forsook 
Him and fled. And they that had hold on Jesus led Him away 
to Caiaphas the high priest, where the scribes and the elders were 
assembled. But Peter followed him afar off unto the high 
priest's palace, and went in, and sat with the servants, to see the 
end. Now the chief priests, and elders, and all the council, 
sought false witness against Jesus to put Him to death, but 
found none: yea, though many false witnesses came, yet found 
they none. At the last came two false witnesses, and said, * This 
fellow said, I am able to destroy the temple of God, and to build 
it in three days. * And the high priest arose, and said unto Him, 
* Answerest Thou nothing? what is it which these witness 
against Thee? ‘But Jesus held His peace. And the high priest 
answered and said unto Him, *I adjure Thee by the living God, 
that Thou tell us whether Thou be the Christ, the Son of God. 
* Jesus said unto him, ° Thou hast said: nevertheless I say unto 
you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of Man sitting on the right 
hand of power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. * Then 
the high priest rent his clothes, saying, *He hath spoken blas- 
phemy ; what further need have we of witnesses ?. Behold, now

ye have heard of His blasphemy. What think ye? ‘They an- 
swered and said, * He is guilty of death. *Then did they spit 
in His face, and buffeted Him ; and others smote Him with the 
palms of their hands saying, * Prophesy unto us, Thou Christ, 
Who is he that smote Thee? *Now Peter sat without in the 
palace : and a damsel came unto him, saying, * Thou also wast 
with Jesus of Galilee. ‘But he denied before them all, saying, 
*I know not what thou sayest. * And when he was gone out, 
into the porch, and another maid saw him, and said unto them 
that were there, * This fellow was also with Jesus of Nazareth. 
‘ And again he denied with an oath, Ido not know the Man. 
And after a while came unto him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, * Surely thou also art one of them; for thy speech be- 
wrayeth thee. * ‘Then began he to curse and to swear, saying, 
*I know not the Man. ‘And immediately the cock crew. And 
Peter remembered the word of Jesus, which said unto him, 
> Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny Me thrice. * And he 
went out, and wept bitterly. *When the morning was come, all 
the chief priests and elders of the people took counsel against 
Jesus to put Him to death. And when they had bound Him, 
they led Him away, and delivered Him to Pontius Pilate the 
governor. Then Judas who had betrayed Him, when he saw 
that He was condemned, repented himself, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, 
saying, *I have sinned, in that I betrayed the innocent blood. 
* And they said, * What is that to us? see thou to that. * And 
he cast down the pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself. And the chief priests took the 
pieces of silver, and said, *It is not lawful for to put them 
into the treasury, because it is the price of blood. * And 
they took counsel, and bought with them the potter’s field, 
to bury strangers in. Wherefore that field was called, The 
field of blood, unto this day. (Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they took 
the thirty pieces of silver, the price of Him that was valued 
whom they of the children of Israel did value, and gave them for 
the potter's field, as the Lord appointed me.) And Jesus stood 
before the governor ; ; and the governor asked Him, saying, » Art 
Thou the King of the Jews? ‘And Jesus said unto him, » Thou 
sayest. *And when He was accused of the chief priests and 
elders, He answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto Him 
* Hearest ‘Thou not how many things they witness against Thee ? 
‘And He answered him to never a word, insomuch that the

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governor marvelled greatly. Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people a prisoner, whom they would. 
And they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. There- | 
fore when they were gathered together, Pilate said unto them, _ {\

which is called Christ? ‘*For he knew that for envy they had | 
delivered Him. When he was set down on the judgment seat, 
his wife sent unto him, saying, * Have thou nothing to do with 
that just Man, for I have suffered many things this day in a dream 
because of Him. * But the chief priests and elders persuaded the | 
multitude that they should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. The 4 iz 
governor answered and said unto them, * Whether of the twain S| 
will ye that I release unto you ? * They said, * Barabbas. ‘Pilate : 
saith unto them, * What shall I do then with Jesus, which is bY 
called Christ ? * They all say unto him, * Let him be crucified. 
t And the governor said, * Why, what evil hath He done? * But 
they cried out the more, * Let him be crucified. * When Pilate 
saw that he could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was : 
made, he took water and washed his hands before the multitude, 
saying, *I am innocent of the blood of this just person : see ye 
to it. * Then answered all the people, and said, * His blood be 
on us, and on our children. * Then released he Barabbas unto 
them: and when he had scourged Jesus he delivered Him to be 
crucified. ‘l’hen the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered unto Him the whole band of soldiers. 
And they stripped Him, and put on Him a scarlet robe. And when 
| they had platted a crown of thorns they put it upon His head, and 
Ps a reed in His right hand: and they bowed the knee before Him, 
a and mocked Him, saying * Hail, King of the Jews. ‘* And they 
spit upon Him, and took the reed and smote Him on the head.

And they that passed by reviled Him, wagging their heads, 
and saying, * Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest it 
in three days, save Thyself: if Thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. * Likewise also the chief priests mocking 
Him, with the scribes and elders, said, * He saved others, Himself 
He cannot save: if He be the King of Israel, let Him now come 
down from the cross, and we will believe Him. He trusted in 
God ; let Him deliver Him now, if He will have Him: for He 
said, I am the Son of God. ‘The thieves also, which were 
crucified with Him, cast the same in His teeth. Now from the 
sixth hour there was darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
>Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? ‘that is to say, My God,. My Godt 
why hast Thou forsaken Me? ‘*tSomeof them that stood there, 
when they heard that, said, * This Man calleth for Elias. * And 
straightway one of them ran, and took a sponge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on areed, and gave Him to drink. The others 
said, * Let be, let us see whether Elias will come to save Him. 
* Jesus, when He had cried again with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. 


@ Here let the Deacon incline or prostrate himself towards the East, saying 
privately, Our Father, Hail Mary, and Into Thy hands I commend my 
spirit: Thou hast redeemed me, O Lord God of truth.

t And behold, the veil of the temple was rent in twain from the 
top to the bottom, and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent, 
and the graves were opened, and many bodies of saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the graves after His resurrection, and 
went into the holy city, and appeared unto many. Now when 
the centurion, and they that were with him, watching Jesus, saw 
the earthquake and those things that were done, they feared 
greatly, saying, * Truly this was the Son of God. * And many 
women were there beholding afar off, which followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto Him ; among which was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James and Joses, and the 
mother of Zebedee’s children.

And there was Mary Magdalene, and 
the other Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre.

She hath done what she could: she is come aforehand, to anoint 
My body to the burying. Verily, I say unto you, Wheresoever 
this gospel shall be preached throughout the whole world, this 
also that she hath done shall be spoken of for a memorial of her. 
t And Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief 
priests, to betray Him unto them. And when they heard it, 
they were glad, and promised to give him money. And he sought 
how he might conveniently betray Him. And the first day of 
unleavened bread, when they killed the passover, His disciples 
said unto Him, * Where wilt Thou that we go and prepare that 
Thou mayest eat the passover? * And He sendeth forth two of 
His disciples, and saith unto them, » Go ye into the City, and 
there shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water: follow 
him. And wheresoever he-shall go in, say ye to the goodman 
of the house, The Master saith, Where is the guestchamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with My disciples? And he will 
shew you a large upper room furnished and prepared; there 
make ready for us. *And His disciples went forth, and came 
into the city, and found as He had said unto them : and they 
made ready the passover. And in the evening He cometh with 
the twelve. And as they sat and did eat, Jesus said, » Verily I 
say unto you, one of you which eateth with Me shall betray Me.

But 
after that I am risen, I will go before you into Galilee. * But 
Peter said unto Him, * Although all shall be offended, yet will 
not I. * And Jesus saith unto him, » Verily, I say unto thee, 
That this day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, 
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thou shalt deny Me thrice. * But he spake the more vehemently, 
*If I should die with Thee, I will not deny Thee in any wise. 
t Likewise also said they all. And they came to a place which 
was named Gethsemane: and He said to His disciples, » Sit ye 
here, while I shall pray. * And He taketh with Him Peter and 
James and John, and began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy; and saith unto them, » My soul is exceeding sorrowful 
unto death : tarry ye here and watch. * And He went forward 
a little, and fell on the ground, and prayed that, if it were pos- 
sible, the hour might pass from Him. And He said, » Abba, 
Father, all things are possible unto Thee; take away this cup 
from Me: nevertheless not what I will, but what Thou wilt. 
‘And He cometh, and findeth them sleeping, and saith unto 
Peter, © Simon, sleepest thou? couldest not thou watch one 
hour? Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. The 
spirit truly is ready, but the fleshis weak. ‘* And again He went 
away, and prayed, and spake the same words. And when He 
returned He found them asleep again (for their eyes were heavy), 
neither wist they what to answer Him. And He cometh the 
third time, and saith unto them, »Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: it is enough, the hour is come; behold, the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise up, let us go; lo, he 
that betrayed Me is at hand. *And immediately, while He yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and staves, from the chief priests and the 
scribes and the elders. And he that betrayed Him had given 
them a token, saying, * Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is He ; 
take Him, and lead Him away safely. ‘* And as soon as he was 
come, he goeth straightway to Him, and saith, * Master, Master, 
tand kissed Him. And they laid their hands on Him, and took 
Him. And one of them that stood by drew a sword, and smote 
a servant of the high priest, and cut off his ear. And Jesus 
answered and said unto them, » Are ye come out, as against a 
thief, with swords and with staves to take Me? I was daily 
with you in the temple teaching, and ye took Me not: but the 
Scriptures must be fulfilled. * And they all forsook Him, and 
fled. And there followed Him a certain young man, having a 
linen cloth cast about his naked body ; and the young man laid 
hold on him: and he left the linen cloth, and fled from them 
naked. And they led Jesus away to the high priest: and with 
him were assembled all the chief priests and the elders and the 
scribes. And Peter followed Him afar off, even into the palace 
of the high priest ; and he sat with the servants, and warmed 
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himself at the fire. And the chief priests and all the council 
sought for witnesses against Jesus to put Him to death; but 
found none. For many bare false witness against Him, but their 
witness agreed not together. And there arose certain, and bare 
false witness against Him, saying, *We heard Him say, I will 
destroy this temple that is made with hands, and within three 
days I will build another made without hands. * But neither so 
did their witness agree together. And the high priest stood up 
in the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, *Answerest Thou nothing ? 
What is it which these witness against Thee? *But He held 
His peace, and answered nothing. Again the high priest asked 
Him, and said unto Him, *Art Thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed? ‘*And Jesus said, »I am: and ye shall see the Son of 
Man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. * Then the high priest rent his clothes, and saith 
® What need we any further witnesses? Ye have heard the 
blasphemy: what think ye? ‘And they all condemned Him to 
be guilty of death. And some began to spit on Him, and to 
cover His face, and to buffet Him, and to say unto Him, * Pro- 
phesy: tand the servants did strike Him with the palms of their 
hands.

And a little after, they that 
stood by said again to Peter, * Surely thou art one of them: for 
thou art a Galilzan, and thy speech agreeth thereto. * But he 
began to curse and to swear, saying, *1 know not this man of 
whom ye speak. ‘*And the second time the cock crew. And 
Peter called to mind the word that Jesus said unto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny Me thrice. And when he 
thought thereon, he wept. *And straightway in the morning the 
chief priests held a consultation with the elders, and scribes, and 
the whole council, and bound Jesus, and carried Him away, and 
delivered Him to Pilate.

nothing : so that Pilate marvelled. Now at the feast he released 
unto them one prisoner, whomsoever they desired. And there 
was one named Barabbas, which lay bound with them that had 
made insurrection with him, who had committed murder in the 
insurrection. And the multitude, crying aloid, began to desire 
him to do as he had ever done unto them. But Pilate answered 
them, saying, * Will ye that I release unto you the King of the 
Jews? ‘For he knew that the chief priests had delivered Him 
for envy. But the chief priests moved the people, that he should 
rather release Barabbas unto them. And Pilate answered, and 
said again unto them, * What will ye then that I shall do unto 
Him Whom ye call the King of the Jews? ‘And they cried 
out again, *Crucify Him. ‘ Then Pilate said unto them, * Why, 
what evil hath He done? ‘And they cried out the more exceed- 
ingly, *Crucify Him. ‘And so Pilate, willing to content the 
people, released Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jesus, when 
he had scourged Him, to becrucified. And the soldiers led Him 
away into the hall, called Pretorium; and they call together 
the whole band. And they clothed Him with purple, and 
platted a crown of thorns, and put it about His head ; and began 
to salute Him, * Hail, King of the Jews. ‘And they smote Him 
on the head with a reed, and did spit upon Him, and bowing 
their knees worshipped Him. And when they had mocked Him, 
they took off the purple from Him, and put His own clothes on 
Him, and led Him out to crucify Him. And they compel one 
Simon a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of the country, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus, to bear His Cross. And 
they bring Him unto the place Golgotha, which is, being inter- 
preted, The place of a skull. And they gave Him to drink wine 
mingled with myrrh ; but He received it not. And when they 
had crucified Him, they parted His garments, casting lots upon 
them, what every man should take. And it was the third hour, 
and they crucified Him. And the superscription of His accusation 
was written over, THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with 
Him they crucify two thieves, the one on His right hand, and the 
other on His left. And the Scripture was fulfilled, which saith, 
And He was numbered with the transgressors. And they that 
passed by railed on Him, wagging their heads, and saying, *Ah, 
Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest it in three days, 
save Thyself, and come down from the Cross. * Likewise also 
the chief priests mocking said among themselves with the scribes, 


* He saved others; Himself He cannot save. Let Christ the’ 


King of Israel descend now from the Cross, that we may see 
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and believe. * And they that were crucified with Him reviled 
Him. And when the sixth hour was come, there was darkness 
over the whole land until the ninth hour. And at the ninth

I suffer: for I say unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, 


until it be fulfilled in the Kingdom of God. * And Hetook the 
cup, and gave thanks, and said, » Take this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, until the Kingdom of God shall come. * And He took 
bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, saying, 
» This is My body, which is given for you : this do in remembrance 
of Me. * Likewise also the cup after supper, saying, ° This cup 
is the New Testament in My blood, whichis shed for you. But 
behold, the hand of him that betrayeth Me is with Me on the 
table. And truly the Son of Man goeth as it was determined ; 
but woe unto that man by whom He is betrayed. ‘* And they 
began to inquire among themselves, which of them it was that 
should do this thing. And there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted the greatest. And He said 
unto them, » The kings of the Gentiles exercise lordship over 
them, and they that exercise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not be so: but he that is greatest 
among you, let him be as the younger; and he that is chief, as 
he that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that sitteth at 
meat, or he that serveth ? is not he that sitteth at meat? but I 
am among you, as He that serveth. Ye are they which have 
continued with Mein My temptations. And I appoint unto you 
a kingdom, as My Father hath appointed unto Me; that ye may 
eat and drink at My table in My kingdom, and sit on the thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. * And the Lord said, » Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat ; but I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not ; 
and when thou art converted, strengthen thy brethren. * And 
he said unto Him, * Lord, I am ready to go with Thee both into 
prison and to death. * And He said, ” I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
shall not crow this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest Me. * And He said unto them, © When I sent 
you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any thing? 
t And they said, *Nothing. ‘* Then said He unto them, ° But

For I say unto you, That this that is written must yet be 
accomplished in Me, And He was reckoned among the trans- 
gressors : for the things concerning Me have an end. ‘* And 
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they said, * Lord, behold, here are two swords. ‘* And He said 
unto them, ?It is enough. * And Hecame out, and went, as He 
was wont, to the Mount of Olives, and His disciples also fol- 
lowed Him. And when He was at the place, He said untothem, 
>Pray, that ye enter not into temptation. * And He was with- 
drawn from them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled down and 
prayed, saying, © Father, if Thou be willing, remove this cup 
from Me: nevertheless, not My will, but Thine be done. * And 
there appeared an angel unto Him from Heaven strengthening 
Him. And being in an agony, He prayed more earnestly ; and 
His sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling down to 
thé ground. And when He rose up from prayer, and was come 
to His disciples, He found them sleeping for sorrow, and said 
unto them, » Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. * And while He yet spake, behold, a multitude, and 
he that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto Jesus to kiss Him. And Jesus said unto 
him, © Judas, betrayest thou the Son of Man with a kiss? 
‘When they who were about Him saw what would follow, they 
said unto Him, * Lord, shall we smite with the sword? ‘* And 
one of them smote the servant of the high priest, and cut off his 
right ear. And Jesus answered and said, °Suffer ye thus far. 
t And He touched his ear, and healed him. ‘Then Jesus said 
unto the chief priests, and captains of the temple, and the elders 
who were come to Him, » Be ye come out as against a thief, 
with swords and staves? When I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands against Me: but this is your 
hour, and the power of darkness. * Then took they Him, and 
led Him, and brought Him into the high priest’s house: and 
Peter followed afar off. And when they had kindled a fire in 
the midst of the hall, and were set down together, Peter sat 
down among them. But a certain maid beheld him, as he sat 
by the fire, and earnestly looked upon him, and said, * This man 
was also with Him.\.* And he denied Him, saying, * Woman, I 
know Him not, ‘* And after a little while another saw him, and 
said, * Thou art also of them. ‘* And Peter said, * Man, I am 
not. * And.about the space of one hour after, another confi- 
dently affirmed, saying, * Of a truth this fellow was also with 
Him; for he is a Galilean. * And Peter said, * Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. *And immediately, while he yet spake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter ; 
and Peter remembered the word of the Lord, how He had said 


unto him, Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny Me thrice. 
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And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And the men that held 
Jesus mocked Him, and smote Him. And when they had blind- 
folded Him, they struck Him on the face, and asked Him, say- 
ing, * Prophesy, who is it that smote Thee? ‘And many other 
things blasphemously spake they against Him. And as soon as 
it was day, the elders of the people, and the chief priests, and 
the scribes, came together, and led Him into their council, say- 
ing, * Art thou the Christ ? tell us. *And He said unto them, 
>If I tell you, ye will not believe: and if I also ask you, ye will 
not answer Me, nor let Me go. Hereafter shall the Son of Man 
sit on the right hand of the power of God. ‘* Then said they all, 
®Art Thou the Son of God? tAnd He said unto them, » Ye 
say thatI am. ‘* And they said, * What need we any further wit- 
ness ? for we ourselves have heard of His own mouth. **And 
the whole multitude of them arose, and led Him unto Pilate. 
And they began to accuse Him, saying, * We found this fellow 
perverting the nation, and: forbidding to give tribute to Cesar, 
saying that He Himself is Christ a King. * And Pilate asked 
Him saying, * Art Thou the King of the Jews? ‘And He 
answered him and said, Thon sayest it. * Then said Pilate to 
the chief priests and to the people, *I find no fault in this Man. 
‘ And they were the more fierce, saying, * He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee 
to this place. * When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the Man were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew that He 
belonged unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem at that time. And when Herod 
saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: for he was desirous to see 
Him of a long season, because he had heard many things of 
Him ; and he hoped to have seen some miracle done by Him. 
‘Then he questioned with him in many words; but He answered 
him nothing. And the chief priests and scribes stood and vehe- 
mently accused Him. And Herod with his men of war set Him 
at nought, and mocked Him, and arrayed Him in a gorgeous 
robe, and sent Him again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate 
and Herod made friends together: for before they were at 
enmity between themselves. And Pilate, when he had called 
together the chief priests and the rulers and the people, said unto 
them, * Ye have brought this Man unto me, as one that perverteth 
the people: and, behold, I, having examined Him before you, 
have found no fault in this Man touching those things whereof 
ye accuse Him. No, nor yet Herod: for I sent you to him ; and, 
lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto Him. I will therefore 
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chastise Him, and release Him. ‘(For of necessity he must 
release one of them at the feast.) And they cried out all at 
once, saying, *Away with this Man, and release unto us 
Barabbas. ‘(Who for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) Pilate therefore, willing to 
release Jesus, spake again tothem. But they cried, saying, 
*Crucify Him, crucify Him. ‘And he said unto them the third 
time, * Why, what evil hath He done? I have found no cause 
of death in Him: I will therefore chastise Him, and let Him 
go. ‘And they were instant with loud voices requiring that He 
might be crucified. And the voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. And Pilate gave sentence that it should be as 
they required. And he released unto them him that for sedition 
and murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired; but 
he delivered Jesus to their will. And as they led Him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid the cross, that he might bear it 
after Jesus. And there followed Him a great company of 
people, and of women, which also bewailed and lamented Him. 
But Jesus turning unto them said, ° Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for Me, but weep for yourselves, and for your children. 
For, behold, the days are coming, in which they shall say, 
Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the 
paps that never gave suck. Then shall they begin to say to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they 
do these things in a green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 
‘And there were also two other, malefactors, led with Him to 
be put to death. And when they were come to the place which 
is called Calvary, there they crucified Him, and the malefactors 
one on the right hand, and the other on left. ‘Then said 
Jesus, ° Father, forgive them: for they know not what they do. 
‘And they parted His raiment, and cast lots. And the people 
stood beholding. And the rulers also with them derided Him, 
saying, * He saved others ; let Him save Himself, if He be Christ, 
the chosen of God. tAnd the soldiers also mocked Him, 
coming to Him, and offering Him vinegar, and saying, *If Thou 
be the King of the Jews, save Thyself. ‘And a superscription 
also was written over Him in letters of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. And one 
of the malefactors which were hanged railed on Him, saying, 
*If Thou be Christ, save Thyself and us. *But the other 
answering rebuked him, saying, * Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemnation? And we indeed iustly . 
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for we receive the due reward of our deeds : but this Man hath 
done nothing amiss. ‘And he said unto Jesus, ° Lord, remem- 
ber me when Thou comest into Thy kingdom. ‘And Jesus 
said unto him, » Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt thou be 
with Me in Paradise. ‘And it was about the sixth hour, and 
there was a darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened, and the veil of the temple was rent 
in the midst.

RECONCILIATION OF PENITENTS. 
q: After Nones let the Priest of highest rank, in red silk cope, with tawo 


Deacons in amice, without Sub-Deacon or Cross, go to the west door 
through the quire, preceded by the sackcloth banner ; let the Penitents be in 
the vestibule. If the Bishop is present, let the senior Archdeacon, in silk 
cope, without the door, read as follows in behalf of the Penitents :— 
The accepted time is come, O reverend Prelate, the day of 
Divine propitiation and salvation of men: when death was abolished 
and eternal life began; when a planting of new vines is so to 
be made in the vineyard of the Lord of Hosts, that the blindness 
of the old man may be purged away. For albeit no time is devoid 
of the riches of the Lord’s goodness, yet now forgiveness of sins 
is more ample by reason of His indulgence, and the admission of 
those that are beginning a new life is more free by reason of His 
grace. By those to be regenerated we gain numbers, by those 
who return we gain strength. Water washeth, tears wash ; 
hence there is joy over the receiving of the called, and joy at 
the absolution of penitents. Hence it is that thy suppliants, after 
that by neglect of the Divine Commandments and transgression 
of approved ordinances they have fallen into divers sins, in lowly 
prostration cry unto God in the words of the Prophet, saying, 
We have sinned with our fathers, we have dealt wickedly, we 
have committed iniquity; have mercy upon us, O Lord, who 
turn not a deaf ear to the saying of the Gospel, Blessed are they 
that mourn, for they shall be comforted. As it is written, They 
have eaten the bread of affliction, they have watered their couch 
with tears : they have afflicted their soul by grief and their body 
by fasting, that they may recover the health of their souls which 
they had lost. Therefore it is the singular privilege of penitence, 
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that it is both profitable to individuals, and conduceth to the 
common welfare of all. Renew, therefore, inthem, O Apostolic 
Prelate, whatsoever hath been decayed by the suggestion, rage, 
and malice of the devil; by the merit of thy prayers on their 
behalf make these men near to God through the grace of Divine 
reconciliation : that they who were before displeasing in their 
perverse ways may now get the victory over the author of their 
death, and rejoice to please the Lord in the land of the living. 


| Then let the Bishop or Officiant begin the Ant., Come ye, below the said 
door, turning to the North, making sign of the Cross as it were beckoning. 
Then let the Deacon, for the Penitents, outside the door, say, Let us kneel. 
Let another Deacon, for the Bishop, say, Rise, and this thrice; but after 
the third Come ye, let the Choir proceed with the whole Ant , the Pre- 
centor beginning, Children hearken unto me, I will teach you the fear 
of the Lord; Ps., I will bless; qth Glory, the Ant. repeated after 
each verse. While Ps. is chanted with Ant. by Choir, let the Penitents be 
handed one by one to the Officiating Priest by some Priest of the Choir, with- 
out change of habit ; and by him be restored to the bosom of the Church. If 
the Bishop be present, let the Penitents be handed by the Priest to the Arch- 
deacon, and by him to the Bishop, and by Him be restored to the bosom of 
the Church ; then let the procession return as usual to the quire. Then let 
all kneel, and the Clergy in the quire say the seven Pentitential Psalms, 
with Glory; the officiating Priest and his ministrants saying them by 
themselves, with Ant., Remember not, as on Ash-Wednesday, down to

Be present, O Lord, at our supplications, and graciously listen

Judas 
then, having received a band of men and officers from the chief 
priests and Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns and torches 
and weapons. Jesus therefore, knowing all things that should 
come upon Him, went forth, and said unto them, » Whom seek 
ye? * They answered Him, *Jesus of Nazareth. ‘ Jesus saith 
unto them, "Iam He. ‘And Judas also, which betrayeth Him. 
stood with them. As soon then as He had said unto them, I am 
He, they went backward, and fell to the ground. Then asked 
He them again, » Whom seek ye? ‘And they said, *Jesus of 
Nazareth. ‘* Jesus answered, I have told youthatI am He; if 
therefore ye seek Me, let these go their way: ‘that the saying 
might be fulfilled, which He spake, Of them which Thou gavest 
Me have I lost none. ‘Then Simon Peter having a sword drew 
it, and smote the high priest’s servant, and cut off his right ear. 
The servant's name was Malchus. ‘Then said Jesus unto Peter, 
>Put up thy sword into the sheath : the cup which my Father 
hath given Me, shall I not drink it? Then the band and the 
captain and officers of the Jews took Jesus, and bound Him, 
and led him away to Annas first; for he was father in law 
to Caiaphas, which was the high priest that same year. Now 
Caiaphas was he which gave counsel to the Jews, that it was 
expedient that one man should die for the people. And Simon 
Peter followed Jesus, and so did another disciple : that disciple 
was known unto the high priest, and went in with Jesus into the 
palace of the high priest. But Peter stood at the door without. 
Then went out that other disciple, which was known unto the 
high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door, and brought 
in Peter. Then saith the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, 
* Art not thou also one of this Man’s disciples? ‘He saith, *I 
am not. ‘And the servants and officers stood there, who had 
made a fire of coals: for it was cold: and they warmed them- 
selves : and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself. The

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high priest then asked Jesus of His disciples, and of His 
doctrine. Jesus answered him, °I spake openly to the world ; I 
ever taught in the synagogue, and in the temple, whither the 
Jews always resort; and in secret have I said nothing. Why 
askest thou Me? ask them which heard Me, what I said unto 
them : behold, they know what I said. *And when He had 
thus spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus 
with the palm of his hand, saying, * Answerest Thou the high 
priest so? * Jesus answered him, >If I have spoken evil, bear 


witness of the evil : but if well, why smitest thou Me? *Now 


Annas had sent Him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. And 
Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. They said therefore 
unto him, * Art not thou also one of His disciples? * He denied 
it, and said, *I am not. ‘One of the servants of the high priest, 
being his kinsman whose ear Peter cut off, saith, * Did not I see 
thee in the garden with Him? ‘Peter then denied again : and 
immediately the cock crew. Then led they Jesus from Caiaphas 
unto the hall of judgment : and it was early; and they themselves 
went not into the judgment hall, lest they should be defiled ; 
but that they might eat the passover. Pilate then went out unto 
them, and said, * What accusation bring ye against this Man ? 
t They answered and said unto him, * If He were not a malefactor, 
we would not have delivered Him up unto thee. ‘Then said 
Pilate unto them, * Take ye Him, and judge Him according to 
your law. ‘*'The Jews therefore said unto him, ® It is not lawful 
‘for us to put any mah to death : ‘that the saying of Jesus might 
be fulfilled, which He spake signifying what death He should 
die. ‘Then Pilate entered into the judgment hal] again, and 
called Jesus, and said unto Him, * Art Thou the King of the 
Jews? ‘Jesus answered him, °Sayest thou this thing of 
thyself, or did others tell it thee of Me? ‘Pilate answered, 
*Amta Jew? ‘Thine own nation and the chief priests have 
delivered Thee unto me: what hast Thou done? ‘¢* Jesus 
answered, » My kingdom is not of this world: if My kingdom 
were of this world, then would My servants fight, that I should 
not be delivered to the Jews: but now is My kingdom not from 
hence. * Pilate therefore said unto Him, * Art Thou a King 
then? ‘Jesus answered, » Thou sayest that 1am a King. To 
this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, 
that I should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is of 
the truth heareth My voice. ‘Pilate saith unto Him, * What is 
truth ? * And when he had said this, he went out agajn unto 
the Jews, and saith unto them, *I find in Him no fault at all, 
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But ye have a custom, that I should release unto you one at the 
passover ; wilt ye therefore that I release unto you the King of 
the Jews? ‘Then cried they all again, saying, * Not this Man, 
but Barabbas. *Now Barabbas wasarobber. * Pilate therefore 
took Jesus, and scourged Him. And the soldiers platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it on His head, and they put on Him 
a purple robe, and said, * Hail, King of the Jews: tand they 
smote Him with their hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, * Behold, I bring Him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no fault in Him. * Then came Jesus 
forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them, * Behold the Man! * When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw Him, they cried out, saying, 
*Crucify Him, crucify Him. ‘Pilate saith unto them, * Take 
ye Him, and crucify Him: for I find no fault in Him. * The 
Jews answered him, * We have a law, and by our law He ought 
to die, because He made Himself the Son of God. * When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he was the more afraid; and went 
again into the judgment hall, and said unto Jesus, * Whence art 
Thou? * But Jesus gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate 
unte Him, * Speakest ‘Thou not unto me? Knowest Thou not 
that I have power to crucify Thee, and have power to release 
Thee? * Jesus answered, » Thou couldest have no power at all 
against Me, except it were given Thee from above : therefore he 
that delivered Me unto thee hath the greater sin, * And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release Him: but the Jews cried 
out, saying, *If thou let this Man go, thou art not Cesar’s 
friend: whosoever maketh himself a king speaketh against 
Cesar. *When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment seat, in a place that 
is called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it 
was the preparation of the passover, and about the sixth hour : 
and he saith unto the Jews, * Behold your King. ‘* But they 
cried out, * Away with Him, away with Him, crucify Him. 
‘Pilate said unto them, *Shall I crucify your King? * The 
chief priests answered, * We have no King but Cesar, *'Then 
delivered he Him therefore unto them to be crucified: and they 
took Jesus, and led Him away. And He, bearing His Cross, 
went forth into a place called the place of a scull, which is called 
in the Hebrew, Golgotha: where they crucified Him, and two 
other with Him, on either side one, and Jesus in the midst, 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the Cross; and the 
writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
L 2 * Chap. xix. | | 
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JEWS. This title then read many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, * Write not, The King of the Jews ; 
but that He said, I am the King of the Jews. ‘¢ Pilate answered, 
* What I have written, 1 have written. * Then the soldiers, 
when they had crucified Jesus, took His garments, and made 
four parts, to every soldier a part ; and also His coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven from the top throughout. ‘They 
said therefore among themselves, * Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be: ‘that the Scripture might be ful- 
filled, which saith, ‘They parted My raiment among them. 


{| Here let two Acolytes, in surplices, one at the right, the other at the left 
side of the Altar, approach, and remove from it two linen cloths which 
qere placed upon the Altar for that purpose. 


And for My vesture they did cast lots. ‘These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there stood by the Cross of Jesus, His 
mother, and His mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw His mother and 
the disciple standing by, whom He loved, He saith unto His 
mother, » Woman, behold thy son. ‘* Then saith He to the dis- 
ciple, » Behold thy mother. * And from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home. After this, Jesus, knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, saith, °I thirst. ‘Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to His mouth. When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, He said, It is finished: tand He bowed 
His head, and gave up the ghost.

bodies should not remain upon the Cross on the Sabbath-day (for 
that Sabbath-day was an high-day), besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they might be taken away.

But when they came 
to Jesus, and saw that He was dead already, they brake not His 
legs.

And he that 
saw it bare record, and his record is true: and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might believe. For these things were done 
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4 that the Scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of Him shall not

Because it is very meet and right to proclaim with full desire 
of heart and mind and voice the invisible God Almighty, the 
Father, and His only begotten Son, with the Holy Ghost ; Who 
for us paid the debt of Adam to the eternal Father, and blotted 
out the bond of the old sin in His holy Blood.

of man, and may at length be brought into the triumph of the 
eight-ranked Virtuest after the warfare of this present life is 
ended. But Il ask of Thy most merciful loving-kindness, that 
whilst I fulfil these Canonical Hours to the praise of Thy 
Majesty, Thou wilt deign ever to assist my heart; guide my 
tongue, that fitly, entirely, perfectly, intelligibly, and distinctly it 
may utter words ; deliver my soul from wandering and distracted 
thoughts, and cause her without ceasing to attend upon ‘Thee 
whilst she speaketh with ‘Thee, lest whilst through worldly imagi- 
nations she goeth forth and departeth from Thee, Who delightest 
in the secret of the conscience, she may have cause to weep 
bitterly because Thou hast also justly departed from her. Re- 
ceive, therefore, at my lips the saving sacrifice of praise, to the 
end it may do honour unto Thee, and present me before Thee a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable, and well-pleasing to ‘Thee ; and 
pour out ‘Thy grace upon my lips, that out of a good heart 
I may indite a good matter, and’ by reason of the grace of my

Also no Mass for thé Dead is 
said in the Chapter-house in Eastertide unless the body be present, or it 
be an Anniversary or Trental.

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VARIATION between the text of the Sarum Pontifical at Cambridge and , 
the Exeter one, are found at the end of the Blessing of the Oil for the Sick, 
the first and second of the Blessings of the Oil for Catechumens, and 
in the latter part of the third Blessing of the Chrism. Reference has 
already been made, in the Introduction, to the state of the English MS. 
Missals, etc., previous to the discovery of printing. Perhaps nothing 
illustrates the remarks there made better than the case of the English 
Pontificals. None were ever printed; hence it cannot be determined for 
certain what the Sarum or any other Use was. In the library at Cambridge 

“ are four MS. Pontificals, all assuming to be Secundum Usum Sarum. Of 
these, one is in text Roman (!); but it follows the English Use in 
consecrating the Oil of Catechumens before and not after the Chrism. 
The other three are, a MS. of the xiith. century, which belonged to 
Winchester Cathedral; one of the xiiith. century, which belonged to Ely ; 
and a third of the xvth. century, which probably belonged to Lincoln, 
(this is te Sarum Pontifical so often mentioned in Appendix A. as well as 
by Maskell and others; it is preferable, however, tocall MSS. by the name 
of the Church or district to which they belong, if ascertainable). Now, 
the Exeter Pontifical—the text of which is followed in Appendix A.— 
contains, in addition to the Exeter Consecration of Holy Oils, a section at 
the end, Qualiter consecretur Crisma in Ecclesia Sarum; and it was this 
circumstance, coupled with the fact that the above deviations (being 
mostly at the end of the prayers) did not at once catch the eye, which 
induced the belief that the text was the same in both MSS. Dismissing 
from the mind, a8 one must, in the case of all English MS. Missals, etc., 
any such supposition as that because they profess to be Secundum Usum 
Sarum, they therefore are,* there appear to,be three different texts, and two 
kinds of ceremonial in the service in question, in English Pontificals, 
Winchester, Ely, and Lincoln agree in the above-mentioned deviations in 
text, in opposition to Exeter, and the fourth MS. Pontifical at Cambridge, 
which is totally distinct. In ceremonial, Exeter, Winchester, Ely, and 
the fourth MS. at Cambridge, agree in respect to the procession taking 
place at Te igitur, and not at Per quem as at Sarum; whilst the Lincoln 2 
MS. stands alone, coinciding with the description of Sarum ceremonial in 
the Exeter Pontifical, and in the Tractatus. ‘These last two descriptions 
are, of course, the only real guide to Sarum Use; and as the majority of 
MSS. agree in the deviations in text in opposition to that of Exeter, it may 


be assumed that the Lincoln M.S. best represents in text and ceremonial 
the Sarum Use. | 


* The fact is, this term was used, just as the term Secundum Usum Romanum was 
abroad, simply to signify that that was the standard Missal of the country; the 


conclusion that if it was, it must therefore be exactly followed, seems never to have 
occurred to the compilers of these MSS. on

The legend which precedes this Mass in the original is briefly this: —S. 
Boniface lay on his death-bed ; to him appeared the Archangel Raphael with 
the said Mass. ‘* Rise and write out this Office,” saith he, “ and say it five 
times, and thou shalt be healed ; and whosoever shall say it for himself or 
any sick person five times, shall be healed, and if for a soul in Purgatory it 
shall be delivered.” S. Boniface then enquired who he was, and on learning, 
conceded to all, Rite confessis et Bene contritis, who should say this Mass 


- five times the seventh part of the forgiveness of all their sins; and to all 


who got it said, 40 days’ indulgence of mortal, and a year’s of venial sins.

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The reasons assigned at the beginning of this Mass for the origin of the 
Saturday in commemoration of our Lady are rst.—That at Constantinople 
the veil before her image was drawn aside every Friday evening at Vespers, 
and replaced at the same_hour the following night; 2nd. That when all 
the disciples forsook our Lord and fled, she only who had borne him without 
pain, and knew that He was God, remained; 3rdly. Because the Sabbath is 
a day of rest, and she is the door of Heaven; 4thly. Because the Feast of 
the Mother should follow that of the Son; ¢ sthly. For that on the day our 
Lord rested from labour the Service should be more joyous.

A variety of minor similarities with English Missals will be found which 
are passed over: of these the following are a few :—The reading of the 
Gospel on the night of Christmas, and the Epiphany ; the processions ; the 
three rows of stalls, and the arrangement in regard to reading the Lessons ; 
the ceremonies in Holy Week; and the still more minute peculiarity 
(this existed in 1717) of a serpent-rod to hold the taper which was to 
light the Paschal candles. ‘The translator will only add that there is scarcely 
any ceremony discoverable in the English Missals with which a parallel 
may not be found, if not at Rouen, elsewhere in France; and that a care- 
ful study of the Gallican Liturgies on any obscure English Rubric, or 
custom, will be sure to repay any one desirous of attaining to a thorough 
knowledge of the rites and ceremonies of the Church of our Fathers.
